The M.E. Grand Master delivered the following — 
ADDRESS. 


Einar Commanpers, Orricerns, axp Sin Knicutrs or Massacuuserrs 
axpD Ruyove Istanp,— 

We are again assembled on this bright May morning, as the 
representatives of the twenty-four Encampments of the jurisdic- 
tion; and, in obedience to the requirements of the Grand Consti- 
tution, to consider and act upon those things which make for 
the advancement of the Order, and promote the welfare of the 
craft. Grateful to Almighty God for the many mercies and 
blessings conferred, for sorrows and troubles withheld, let our 
thanksgiving and praise ascend in one common volume of grati- 
tude to the Great Father of us all, with our hearty supplications 
for a continuance of his goodness and mercy ; — and may we, as 
individuals as well as a body, with renewed efforts strive to walk 
in the paths of truth and holiness, and to gain not only the com- 
mendation of our Divine Master, but the self-consciousness of 
well doing. 

During the time-which has elapsed since our Annual Assembly, 
nothing of marked interest has transpired in the Order through- 
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out our jurisdiction. Peace and quiet, as a general thing, have 
prevailed in the Asylums ; — not the stillness or quiet of indiffer- 
ence, but the enjoyment of the natural rest after labors well 
performed, and the preparation for renewed exertions in the 
future. 

It is sufficient, however, at this time, to call your attention to 
those matters which pertain to the natural business of the meet- 
ing, leaving till the Annual Assembly a report of the usual official 
duties. 

On January 1, 1869, I granted a dispensation, recommended by 
the four Encampments of Boston, to Sir William F. Davis and 
fifteen others, to form and open an Encampment at that part of 
Boston known as Boston Highlands, to be,called ‘* Joseph War- 
ren Encampment.” I also appointed —

Sir J.C. Tucker ....... Generalissimo. 
Sir Wititram Hosss, Jr. . 2. 1. . Captain-General. 


I granted this dispensation the more readily from the well-known 
“standing and reputation in other bodies of many of the peti- 
tioners. 

On Monday, May 8, accompanied by Sir William Parkman, 
I visited this body and witnessed the conferring of the Order of 
the Temple. The services were rendered in an understanding 
and impressive manner; and, every knight being in regalia com- 
plete, the occasion was very effective and interesting. Their 
application for a charter comes before you to-day. 

Godfrey De Bouillon Encampment, Fall River, under dispensa- 
tion the past year, and to whom a charter has been granted, but 
whose constitution has heretofore been delayed from local causes, 
will be attended to the present season. 

In May, I granted a dispensation, recommended by the con- 
tiguous Encampments of Providence (St. John’s and Calvary), to 
J. M. Pendleton and others, to form and open an Encampment 
at Westerly, R.I., to be called Narraganset Encampment, and 
appointed — 
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J.M. Pinmgnton . . 1. 1 eee Commander. 
Georce G. Sturrman . . . .. Generalissimo. 
J. Atowzo Bascock ...... Captain-General. 


The date of this dispensation is so recent, that I have had no 
opportunity to visit the new body. 


At our last annual assembly, we were honored with the presence 
of the Grand Master of Templars in the United States, a past 
presiding officer of this Grand Body, and one to whom we have 
ever looked for counsel and direction. 

It is not pertinent at this time to say that an antagonism exists 
between this Grand Body and the General Grand Encampment, 
and to consider such differences in detail; suffice it, that entire 
harmony does not prevail, — not, however, in matters essential, 
but in matters of apparently minor importance ; slight, indeed, to 
the casual observer, but, at the same time, such as many among 
us have been taught to guard with scrupulous care. 

In the address that followed, Grand Master Gardner called 
attention to the subject, and very frankly and fully commented 
upon it, as those who have read the address just published will 
readily perceive, without, however, advising or suggesting s 
remedy. 

The address was subsequently referred to a special committee, 
& committee carefully selected, and after mature deliberation, — 
knights thoroughly informed on the points in question, and of 
many years of active service in this jurisdiction, — 


‘Men of singular integrity and learning, 
Yea, the elect of the land.” 


That committee will submit their report at this Assembly ; but, that 
we may have ample time for consideration and consultation, final 
action will not be taken on it until the Annual Meeting, when we 
may look for a complete exposition of the matter, and a solution 
of all oxisting differences. 

I have had placed in my hands, lately, commissions from some 
Grand Bodi+s in the United States, conferring upon or appointing 
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certain knights in this jurisdiction to represent such Grand 
Bodies in this Grand Asylum. I understand such appointments 
are not infrequent in other parts of the country, although the 
custom, I think, has never been practised here. If this is intended 
merely as complimentary, it is a graceful form of compliment, but 
attended with no practical benefit. If, however, coupled with such 
representation, the commission carried with it the duty of opening 
correspondence with such Grand Bodies, taking cognizance of 
their doings, standing, etc., to be embodied in an annual report, it 
might be made of service as well as of interest. I submit the 
matter for your consideration. 

This Grand Body is in receipt of an invitation from St. 
John’s Commandery, No. 4, of Philadelphia, to participate with 
it in the Semi-Centennial Anniversary on June 15th coming. 
The co-operation of all the Knights Templars of the United 
States by representation is earnestly desired by our Philadelphia 
fratres. 

The masonic and knightly relations which exist between 
Massachusetts and Rhode Island and Pennsylvania induce me to 
recommend that this Grand Body be represented by such of its 
Grand Officers as you may direct, upon this interesting occasion. 
The early history of Knighthood in this jurisdiction and in Penn- 
sylvania is so similar and s0 contemporaneous, that a celebration 
of the character intended would be participated in by the Knights 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island with the same zeal and enthu- 
siasm at Philadelphia as at Boston or Providence. 

It is understood that our two oldest subordinates, St John of 
Providence and Boston of Boston, with full ranks, will take their 
place in line at Philadelphia on the above occasion. Let us unite 
with them, and join our brethren of St. John’s Commandery, No. 
4, in celebrating their half-century birthday ! —if such it be. 

I cannot refrain, however, from saying that we do not admit 
that the present St. John’s, No. 4, of Philadelphia, is the same St. 
John’s Encampment which in 1819 was constituted. The argu- 
ment upon this question has been full and complete, and a Com- 
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mittee of this Grand Encampment, by their report, have settled 
it beyond all cavil and doubt. 

On the 14th of April, 1854, the Grand Commandery of Penn- 
‘sylvania ‘was established, and we find in its Registry that St. 
John’s Commandery ranks No. 4, although numbers 1, 2, and 3 
were established after the year 1847. Is not this Register a 
judgment and determination by the Grand Commandery of Penn- 
sylvania that St. John’s Commandery had no actual existence 
prior to the constitution of the three Commanderies in the years 
prior, and each of which precedes St. John in rank? But I do 
not propose to further argue upon this matter, but will content 
myself with quoting a letter of Sir Alfred Creigh, Historiogra- 
pher of the Grand Commandery of Pennsylvania, written No- 
vember 10, 1849, when all the facts were fresh in his mind, and 
published on pages 43-45 of Volume IX. of the ‘ Freemasons’ 
Mouthly Magazine” : — 


‘* In the former part of my communication, you perceive that we 
have procured our dispensation from the General Grand Encampment 
of the United States, so that a State Grand Encampment may be 
formed, thereby enabling Pennsylvania to take her station in the Key 
Stone of the Masonic Arch, as she is of the Federal Union. . . . . 
To those Knights Templars in Pennsylvania who have entered through 
the right door, it is a matter of serious regret that an Encampment of 
Knights Templars, calling themselves St. John’s Encampment, No. 4, 
and published by the Pittsburgh Encampment, No. 1, as an illegal associ- 
ation, and cautioning Sir Knights against visiting or holding fellowship 
with it, should pertinaciously continue to meet, and issue a circular, 
reflecting not only upon the Pittsburgh Encampment, but the General 
Grand Encampment of the United States. We regret the course, because 
Encampment No. 4 assumes positions which are utterly at variance with 
all the jurisprudence of the Orders of Masonry. To prove this, we 
boldly assert that it is a settled question that neither a Lodge nor 
Chapter can be reyived which has laid dormant for upwards of two 
years without the consent of a Grand Lodge or Grand Chapter. What 
right, then, has an Encampment which adjourned in 1835 to meet 
at the call of the E.G. Master to revive itself, when the Grand En- 
campment itself adjourned in 1823,—the very body which broacht 
No. 4 into existence. We think it plain as the noonday sun, that all 
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Encampments in Pennsylvania, having ceased to work for two years, 
forfeited their warrants by not making their regular returns to the 
Grand Encampment. On this view of the question, the Grand En- 
campment of the United States has a right to establish Encampments 
within Pennsylvania, and Pittsburgh Encampment had an indubitable 
right to declare the Philadelphia Encampment as illegal. The fiat 
has, therefore, gone forth, and however high-minded and honorable the 
members of No. 4 may be, yet St. John’s Encampment, No. 4, must be 
recognized in no other light than a clandestine Encampment.” 


We do not go quite so far as the Historiographer, but yet we 
cannot help inquiring why our St. John knights willingly permit 
themselves to rank as No. 4, when, if their claim to prece- 
dence is correct, they are entitled, as No.1, to the right of the 
* line. The establishment of Pittsburgh Commandery, No. 1, was 
in 1847, of Philadelphia Commandery, No. 2, in 1849, and of 
Jacques De Molay Commandery, No. 8, iu 1849. 

The Grand Constitution arbitrarily provides for two assemblies 
during the year of this Grand Body; one in October, — the 
Annual Meeting for the election of officers and the usual settle- 
ment of affairs on such occasions; and the other in May, for the 
exemplification of the work, and such other business as may seem 
to require attention; and therefore it is that we are gathered 
here to-day. It has been the custom up to the present day for 
the Grand Master to designate some particular Encampment 
which, with its officers, shall exemplify the work at the May 
meeting before the Grand Body. Now, however well this may 
have been done, or perchance indifferently ; however uniform, or, 
as we have frequently had it, at variance, the exemplifying body 
is met with no criticism, and receives from this Grand Body the 
same vote of thanks. I would not seem to be commenting 
unfavorably upon the exemplifications of the past years; but it 
is patent to all that differences in the work and ritual do exist; 
perhaps in many instances slight and of no particular moment; 
but when the occasion is favorable for correcting these differences, 
certainly it is wise and proper in us to take advantage of it. 
The work is commendably uniform throughout the jurisdiction, 
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and if we can make it wholly so, we shall, doubtlessly, by so 
doing, add greatly to the harmony of the craft. 

I have designated three distinguished knights, present and 
past presiding officers of Encampments, with such officers as 
they select, to exemplify it to-day. I do this, that no one En- 
campment may be considered as responsible for the work offered, 
and, therefore, no hesitation need be felt in criticism and inquiry. 
The officers are selected from prominent bodies in this jurisdic- 
tion. They are knights experienced in work, and capable of 
answering what may be required. 

These gentlemen have arranged among themselves the manner 
in which it shall be exhibited. I have suggested one or two 
points, which, though offering no essential difference, vary 
somewhat from present use. I believe that in Knighthood, as in 
Masonry, any change that really adds to the effect without inter- 
fering with the integrity of the ritual is salutary and proper. 

In conclusion, I trust that the work exhibited to-day may be 
satisfactory, and after what amendments may be deemed advisa- 
ble, that it may be considered the standard work of the jurisdic 
tion. We shall have with us to-day, undoubtedly, some of our 
oldest knights, one or more of whom received the work direct 
from our Past Grand Masters, Fowle and Webb; ‘and as it is 
desirable that we should have the original work, as far as it is 
practicable, I trust we shall have the benefit of their advice. 
The lapse of time has made changes — some changes perhaps we 
would not recall — changes in grammar, changes in the construc- 
tion of sentences, which, though carrying with them no essential 
variation, are more in consonance with our natural advancement. 
But whatever changes we may make, whatever work we may 
adopt, let us receive it with alacrity and disseminate it with 
cheerfulness. 


On motion of Sir Thomas A. Doyle, the address was 
referred to Sir Thomas A. Doyle, Sir Charles H. Titus, and 
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KE. Sir John W. Dadmun, with instructions to report at this 
Assembly. 

On motion of E. Sir Tracy P Cheever, E. Sir Tracy P 
Cheever and E. Sir Henry W. Warren were appointed a 
Committee to provide a suitable collation for this Assembly. 

E. Sir Charles A. Stott, Chairman of the Committee on 
Drill, presented the following report, which was read and 
laid upon the table : — 


GENERAL RULES FOR INSTRUCTION. 


Commands are ‘of three kinds, Caution, Preparation, and Exe- 
cution. The command, ‘Attention, Sir Knights, being one of 
caution, 7Draw, the preparatory, and *Sworps the executory 
command. Generally but two are used, the preparatory and 
executory. 

The proper military position for a knight is standing per- 
fectly erect, at the same time easy and natural, heels together, 
with feet turned out equally, and forming with each other an 
angle of about sixty degrees, arms hanging naturally by the side, — 
head and eyes directly to the front. 

Facings, to the right or left, are as follows : — 


1Right (or left) * Face. 

At the second command, raise the right foot slightly, turn one- 
quarter round to the right (or left), on the left heel, raising the 
toes a little, and then replace the right heel by the side of the 
left, and on the same line. A full face to the rear is executed by 
the command, ‘About—*Face. At the word about, turn on the 
left heel, 80 as to bring the toe square to the front, at the same 
time carry the right foot to the rear, the hollow opposite, and 
full three inches from the left heel, the feet square to each other. 
At the word face, turn on both heels, ¢o the right, and face to the 
rear, bringing at the same time the right heel by the side of the 
left. 
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The knights should practise this until they can do it easily, 
and without deranging the body. 

From the right or left face to front, the order is simply Front. 

The common military step is twenty-eight inches from heel to 
heel, and ninety in a minute, but in all our movements the step 
may be considerably shortened. 

The knights being properly aligned, the command will be, 
1 Forward, Guide right (or left), *Mancu. At the first command, 
throw the weight of the body on the right leg, and, at the word 
march, step off smartly with the left foot, touching the elbow 
lightly towards the side of the guide, and marching square to 
the front, yielding to pressure coming from guide, and resist that 
coming from opposite direction. 

At the word Hatt, which should be given the instant either 
foot is brought to the ground, the foot in rear will be brought up 
and planted by the side of the other without shock. The regu- 
larity of the step, the touch of the elbow, and the maintenance of 
the shoulders on a square with the line of direction, is of the 
greatest importance, and the knights cannot have too much 
practice. 

For the side step to right, or left, the order will be, Side step 
to the right (or left), "Marcu. At the word march, step off side- 
ways with the right (or left) foot about ten inches, bringing the 
other foot up promptly to the side of the first, and so on until 
ordered to halt. ‘ 

To march backward in line, the order will be, ‘Backward, 
Guide right (or left),?Marncn. At the word march, step off 
promptly fourteen inches to the rear, reckoning from heel to heel, 
and so on with both feet in succession, until ordered to halt, 
when the foot in front will be brought back to the side of the 
other. 

-A great deal of attention should be given to the perfect align- 
ment of the knights, for it is very annoying to see the Senior 
Warden leave his position to correct the fault of one or two in 
the line. The Senior Warden will place himself upon the right, 
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(or left), and command, 1Right (or left) —*Dress. At the word 
dress, turn the head and eyes slightly to the right (or left) until 
you can just see the breast of the second knight from you, at the 
same time touching elbows lightly. Knights will keep this 
position until the order froné is given, when turn the head and 
eyes square to the front. 

To march obliquely, the order will be, ‘Right (or left) oblique, 
*Marca. At the word march, each knight will make a half face 
to the right (or left), and all will then march straight forward in 

the new direction. They will no longer touch elbows, but will 
_ glance along the shoulders of the nearest knight towards the side 
to which they are obliquing, and regulate the steps so that the 
shoulders shall always be behind those of the next knight on 
that side, and the head conceal the heads of the others in the 
same rank. Care should be taken to preserve the same length 
of step and the same degree of obliquity. 

To resume the direct march, the order will be, ‘Forward — 
*Marca. At the word march, each knight will make a half face 
to the left (or right), and all will then march straight to the 
front. ° 

Wheelings are of two kinds, on fixed and movable pivots. In 
wheels from a halt, the pivot knight only turns in his place, 
without advancing or receding, and the touch of the elbow is 
towards the pivot, eyes in opposite direction. In wheels on the 
march, the pivot knight takes steps of about nine inches, so as 
to clear the wheeling point, and the touch of the elbow is toward 
the wheeling flank, eyes in same direction. 

To wheel from a halt, the order will be, ‘Right wheel — *Manca. 
At the word march, step off with left foot, turning at the same 
time the head and eyes a little, and ona line with those to the 
left. The pivot knight will merely mark time, gradually turning 
his body so as to conform to the movement of the marching 
fiank. The knight who conducts -the marching flank will 
take the full step of twenty-eight inches, and from the first step 
advance the left shoulder, casting his eyes from time to time

along the line, and constantly but lightly feel the elbow of the 
next knight, but never press him. The other knights will feel 
lightly the elbow of those towards the pivot, resisting pressure 
coming from opposite side, and each will conform himself to the 
marching flank, shortening his step according to his distance from 
the pivot. : : 

The left wheel is similarly executed. 

To arrest the wheel, the Senior Warden will command halt, 
and, stepping to the flank opposite the pivot, place the outer 
knight in the direction he may wish to give the rank and com- 
mand, ! Left —* Dress Front. 

To change direction to the side opposite the guide in marching, 
the Senior Warden will command 'Right Wheel —*Mancu. The 
first command will be given when the rank is three paces from 
the wheeling point. At the word march, the wheel will be ex- 
ecuted the same as from a halt, except that the touch of the 
elbow will be towards the marching flank (side of guide), instead 
of towards the pivot. The pivot knight, instead of merely turn- 
ing in his place, will conform himself to the movement of the 
marching ffank, feel lightly the elbow of the next knight 
towards the marching flank (the eyes in same direction), take 
steps of full nine inches, and thus gain ground forward in de- 
ascribing a small curve, so as to clear the wheeling point. The 
middle of the rank will bend slightly to the rear. 

The wheel being completed, the Senior Warden will command 
1Forward, *Marcu. The first command should be given when 
there are yet three paces required.to complete the wheel. At 
the word march, given the instant the wheel is completed, the 
knight on the marching flank will direct himself straight to the 
front, the pivot and all the rank will retake the step of twenty- 
eight inches and march square to the front. To change diree- 
tion to the side of guide in marching, the Senior Warden will 
command ‘Left (or right) tun—*Marcu. The first command 
will be given when the knights are yet three paces from the 
turning point. At the word march, which will be given the 
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instant the knights are to turn, the guide will face to the left (or 
right) in marching, and move forward in the new direction, with- 
out shortening or quickening the step. The whole rank will 
promptly conform itself to the new direction, to effect which each 
knight will advance the shoulder opposite the guide, take the 
double quick, and advance in the new direction until he comes 
upon the.alignment, when, casting the eyes towards the guide, 
they will take the quick step and touch of elbow, after which 
turn the head to the front. The knights will thus successively 
atrive upon the alignment. 


MANUAL OF THE SWORD. 


The knights should be instructed to time their motions with 
the most careful exactness, and every Commandery should prac- 
tise frequently the sword manual. 

The first command is Draw —*Sworps, which is done by two 
motions. At the word draw, seize the scabbard with the left 
hand, pass the right hand across the body, a little above the 
level of the hilt, grasp the hilt firmly, and draw the sword about 
six inches. 

At the word swords, draw the sword from the scabbard with a 
full:sweep, the blade nearly perpendicular, turn the hand grace- 
fully, and bring the hilt to the breast, the guard on a level with 
the top of the shoulder, the blade at an angle of about thirty 
degrees from the perpendicular (same as present). 

The next command will be 'Carry——*Sworps. At the word 
swords, extend the right hand toward the front, drop the blade 
into the hollow of the elbow, and then bring the right hand to 
the thigh, the elbow a little, bent, holding the sword easily and 
naturally between the thumb and two fingers, the blade perpen- 
dicular, and resting against the shoulder, the edge to the front. 

Present —*Sworps. At the word swords, raise the right 
hand and bring the sword square to the front, the blade at an 
angle of about thirty degrees, and nearly opposite the right eye, 
the flat of the blade out, the guard on a level with the top of the 
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shoulder, the hand well brought in. Officers at the order Present 
Swords, will bring the sword up the same as for present, and 
then drop the point to the right, near the ground, by extendng the 
arm, the back of hand down, the point of sword in line with toe 
of right foot. Knights should always salute their superiors with 
the sword. 

1Support —*Sworps. This is executed from a carry. At 
the word swords, raise the left hand as high as the breast, at the 
same time turning the point of the sword to the left, and drop the 
sword between the thumb and fingers of the left hand, the blade 
diagonally across the body. 

1Slope —*Sworps (often given when on the march to relieve 
the arm) is executed from a carry. At the word sword, raise the 
right hand, at the same time throwing the blade of sword across 
the body, grasping the guard with left hand and dropping the 
blade into the hollow of the elbow, resting the left forearm 
against the hip. 

1Reverse—*Sworns. At the command reverse, extend the right 
arm full length, sword perpendicular. At the word sword, turn 
the wrist inwards, lowering the point, and carrying the blade of 
the sword to the rear, between the right arm and side, and sup- 
ported by the elbow pressing lightly against the side, the hilt at 
the height of the shoulder. To bring the sword back to carry, 
the order will be ‘Recover—*Sworps. At the command re- 
cover, extend the right arm, turn the wrist to the right until the 
sword is perpendicular; at the word sword, bring the sword 
promptly back to carry. 

1Parade—* Rest (or In place) *7Rest. At the word rest, re- 
verse the point of the sword until it reaches the ground between 
the feet, clasp the left hand over the right (weight of body on 
the right leg, the left knee bent). At the command attention, 
bring the sword promptly to the-carry. 

1Return —*Sworps. At the command return, bring the 
sword to a present, seize the scabbard with the left hand, drop the 
point of the sword to the left (at same time turning the head in 
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same direction), and insert the blade about two-thirds its length 
in the scabbard. At the word sword, sheath the sword with a 
prompt and vigorous motion, letting the hands drop naturally by 
the sitle. 

To 'Cross—*Swonrps, see the formation of avenue. 


FORMATIONS AND MOVEMENTS WITHIN THE ASYLUM, OR COUN- 
OIL - CHAMBER. 


In this jurisdiction, the Senior Warden, or Master of Cav- 
alry, is considered the executive officer, and so far as practi- 
cable, the knight selected for this office should possess some 
knowledge of military movements. The knights being assembled, 
the Senior Warden will command: Fall in, knights, in two 
divisions, faced to the front. (The knights will invariably fall 
into line upon south side of hall, the tallest upon the right.) 
After the knights are sized off, the Senior Warden will step to 
right and give the order, ‘Right —? Dress —*FRont. 

The Senior Warden should see that every knight is properly 
clothed and in full regalia, and it should be an imperative rule of 
every Commandery to appear in dark clothes at assemblies for 
work. The station of the Junior Warden, or Master of Infan- 
try, will be upon the left of the first division, when formed as 
divisions, and upon the right of second division and opposite 
Senior Warden, when separately formed, as for avenues. The 
Standard-Bearer, Sword-Bearer, and Warder will retain their 
stations in West; the Treasurer and Recorder their respective 
posts ; the Guards do not fall in unless required to fill up the line. 

As soon as the divisions are formed, the Senior Warden will 
command, ‘Attention, Knights —?Draw-—*Sworps. ‘Carry— 
*Sworps. 

FORMATION OF AVENUE. 


In the order of the Red Cross, the Master of Cavalry will 
form the avenue for the approach and departure of Sov. Mas- 
ter, by commanding, First Division, Forward, Guide Right; 
Maxc#. As soon as they have advanced far enough, command, 
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Hatt, About, Face, aud dress them to the left. At the same 
time the Master of Infantry will step to the right of second 
division and move them forward until the exact distance is ob- 
tained, which should be about four paces; he will then dress 
them to the right. Upon the approach of the Sov. Master, 
the Master of Cavalry will command, ‘Form — *AVENUE. 
At the word form, each knight will bring the sword to a present, 
and at the word avenue, extend his right foot about eighteen 
inches, and his right arm to its full length, directly to the front, 
and at such an elevation as to bring the right hand about on a 
level with the top of the head, back of the hand to the left, edge 
of sword to the front, and cross swords with the knight opposite. 
The swords should cross each other at about six inches from the 
point. The advancing of the foot and crossing of the sword 
should be simultaneous. Care must be taken to keep the arm 
extended so that the avenue may be of full width. As soon as 
the Sov. Master has arrived at his station, the order will be, 
1Recover —*Sworps. ‘Carry —*Sworps. To recover is simply 
to come to the present. 

For Prelate’s escort. the Master of Cavalry will order the 
requisite number of knights to fallin (in one or two ranks, as 
the size of apartments will admit), and as the Prelate passes down 
the line to his station give the order, ‘Present — ?Sworps, and 
upon his arrival at the left of the escort the Master of Cavalry 
will command, ‘Carry — *Sworps. ‘Right-face, —*Forward 
—* Marcu. Upon arriving at the Prelate’s apartments, he should 

‘conduct his escort to the station reserved for them, salute the 
Prelate us he passes to the east, then return swords and be at 
ease. Upon returning to the hall, the escort will be drawn up 
and present as the Prelate takes his station. 

In forming the lines for the candidates, the same orders will 
will be given as in forming avenue, except the swords will be at 
present instead of crossed, and the distance between divisions 
will be sufficient to allow three knights to walk abreast. 

The escort for Sov. Master will be formed in two divisions. 
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Upon the arrival of the escort at the designated place, the lines 
will be opened and faced inwards, and the knights will enter by 
reversed order (that is the left coming up through the lines and 
the right standing fast). ; 

For an inspection of Knights of the Red Cross, the knights 
being formed in divisions, faced inwards, as for avenue, the 
Master of Cavalry will command, 1Take distance from the east 
by the point of the sword —*Marcw. The knights on the right 
and left of divisions, and nearest the east, will stand fast, while 
the other knights will throw the sword diagonally across the 
body and side step to the west, gaining a distance equal to the 
length of the sword blade from the knight next toward the east. 
As soon as this is completed, bring the sword toa carry. The 
Master of Cavalry will then direct the Warder to announce 
to the Sov. Master that the lines are prepared for inspection. 
As the Sov. Master steps down to inspect the lines, the Master 
of Cavalry will command, Inspection —Sworp. This is done 
by bringing the sword to a present, and then turning it so that 
both sides of the blade may be inspected. This will be done 
only as the Sov. Master arrives opposite each knight. After 
he has passed, bring the sword to a carry. 

This, also, is the proper position for knights when directed to 
communicate through the lines. 

In the formation of triangle, the following methods are recom- 
mended as the most effective and simple :— 

The requisite number of knights being in two divisions, 
faced to the front, the Junior Warden will command, ‘Right 
face —*Countermarch by File left-——* Marcu, and direct 
the lme of march along the south side of hall to the west, 
then file to the right until exactly opposite the west, then file to 
the right again and march towards the east until within three 
paces of the triangle, then the order will be, File right and left — 
7 MakcH, and as soon as the knights have filed past the triangle, 
the order will be, }To form triangle —?By the right and left oblique, 
file right and left —*®Marca. At the word march, the leading 
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knights will turn to the right and left and march obliquely on to 
the triangle, taking care to keep exactly abreast of each other. 
As soon as the knights have advanced far enough, the Junior 
Warden will command, Hatt. Unward —*Facr. ‘First Dive 
sion, left —* Dress. ‘Second Division, right —* Dress. Front. 
1Return — *Sworps. 

To reduce triangle, the order will be, ‘First Division, left — 
*Facr. ‘Second Division, right —*Face. ‘Countermarch by file 
left and right —*Marcn. At the word march, the lst division 
files to the left, the 2d division to the right, and march toward 
the west, the knights in each division taking care to keep exact- 
ly opposite to one another; the order will then be, * File left and 
right —*Marcn. At the word march, the lst division files to 
the left, the 2d division to the right, until the two divisions meet 
face to face in the west; then command, File left and right — 
‘Marcu; and the two divisions march toward the base of the 
triangle. When within three paces, the command will be file right, 
and then file left ; to the place of starting. 

Wher the hall is large enough, the triangle will be formed by a 
flank movement as follows : — 

The knights being formed in two divisions, the Junior Warden 
will command 'Zeft —*Face. ‘Forward —*Marcn. And as 
soon as the right of divisions shall pass triangle, the order will 
be 1By the right flank. *2d Division mark time —*Marcu. At 
the word march, both divisions will face to the right, the 2d divi- 
sion will mark time, while the 1st division marches square to the 
front until it clears the triangle, when the order will be ‘1st and — 
2d Divisions, by the right flank —* Marcu. At the word march, 
both divisions face to the right and march on to triangle, the or- 
der will be, Hatt, Front. ‘Right and Left half wheel — * Manca 
— Hatt. 

The Junior Warden will then step to right of divisions and 
dress them, after which, return swords. 

To reduce this triangle, the orders will be, ‘1st and 2d Divisions, 
*About —* Face. ‘Right and Left half wheel — *?Manrcu. The

instant the half wheel is completed, the order will be, ‘By the 
Right and Left flank —* Marcu. At the word march, both divi- 
sions will face to the right and Jet and continue the march toward 
the west, until the right of divisions shall clear the triangle, when 
the order will be, ‘By the left flank —*2 Division mark tune — 
® Marcu. At the word march, both divisions face to the left, the 
2d division marks time, while the 1st division marches straight 
across, and when within sixteen inches of 2d division, the 
order will be, By the left flank —?Marcu. At the word march, 
both divisions face to the left and march towards the east until 
ordered to halt. The third division is formed by Sword-bearer, _ 
Standard-bearer, Warder and Guards, stationed in the west about 
six paces from base of triangle. The guards file to their place 
at the same time that Senior Warden and candidate enter. 

For the formation of triangle from three divisions, the Junior 
Warden will take post on the right of the first division; the 
Sword-Bearer on the right of the second; and the Standard- 
Bearer on the right of the third division. At the preparatory 
command ‘Form Triangle, the Junior Warden will command, 
1First Division —*By file left. The Sword-Bearer will at the same 
time command, }Second Division —*Countermarch by file left. And 
the Standard-Bearer will command,'Third Division — Mark Time. 
These preparatory commands having been given, the Captain-Gen- 
eral will command Marca. The first and second divisions will 
move off simultaneously, the first filing to the north, the second 
countermarching to the west. When the last file of the first divi- 
sion has changed direction to the left, the Standard-Bearer will 
command, 'Third Division—By file left —* Marcu. When the 
Junior Warden arrives at the point which is to be the north-west 
angle of the triangle, he will command, 1First Division —* Hatt. 
5 Front. 

When the Sword-Bearer reaches the point which is to be the 
south-west angle of the triangle, he will command, ‘Second Divi- 
sion — * Hart. *Bight face. 

When. the Standard-Bearer, by filing to the rear of the first 
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division, arrives at the point opposite the Sword-Bearer, he will 
again file to the left, resting his right on the Sword-Bearer, when 
he will command, 'Third Dsvision —? Hatt — *Front-— * Right 
—* Dress— *Frontr. The Junior Warden will then command, 
1 First and Second Divisions —*Right and Left half Wheel — 
* Marca — * HALT. 

The Junior Warden and Sword-Bearer will then dress their 
divisions, and the Captain-General, having commanded ‘Return — 
* Sworps, will make announcement to the Eminent Commander, 
as already directed. 

At the conclusion of the ceremonies for which the triangle was 
formed, and upon intimation from Commander, the Captain-Gen- 
eral will command, Reduce Triangle, at which command the first and 
third divisions will face to the right, the second division to the left. 

At the word march, the second division will countermarch to 
the left, the third division will file to the lef and in rear of seo 
ond division; the first division will follow the third, and as soon 
as base of triangle is passed, will file to the left, and in front of 
second division. The divisions will halt as soon as they arrive 
at the place occupied before the formation of triangle; the Cap- 
tain-General will then command, Front. 

The Junior Warden will form triangle as the Senior Warden 
is with candidate, and in that part of the work where the Junior 
and Senior Wardens are with candidate, the Sword-Bearer will 
command. 

To Uncover, lift the chapeau from the head with the left hand, 
and deposit on left shoulder. 

In the order of Malta, the formation will be a hollow square 
in centre of hall, the two divisions of knights, faced inwards, 
forming two sides, the candidates .the third, and the E. C., Gen., 
and C. G., the fourth side. ‘ 


PUBLIC PARADES. 


In all public parades of Templars, the formation in column of 
fours (as laid down by Upton’s Tactics) is recommended. 
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The line should always be formed before leaving the hall, by 
the Senior Warden, who will direct the knights to fall in, in two 
ranks ; hé will then order the whole number from right to left, 
and, if the Commandery is to march ‘‘In column of fours,” he 
will divide the whole number by two, and then place the Standard- 
Guard in the centre between the two divisions. 

Care should be taken in forming divisions to leave a number 
divisible by four in the first division, so as to form even files. 
The Senior Warden will then command, )Fach rank — *Count 
fours. 

Commencing on the right, each rank will count distinctly one, 
two, three, four, and so on to the left, always making the number 
of men in the front rank a multiple of four or two greater. 
Having called off and all the files being complete, should there 
be but one file in the left four, the Senior Warden will direct a 
knight from the rear into the front rank, leaving number one 
of the rear rank of the left four, and number three of the rear 
rank of the second four from the left, blank ; should the left four 
consist of three files, the Senior Warden will direct a knight 
from the rear into the front rank, leaving number two and three 
rear rank, blank. 

The Standard Guard do not count off, but wheel to the right 
or left at the command Fours right (or left). It is very impor- 
tant that every knight should remember his number. 

The Senior Warden will then command, } Draw — *Sworps. 
1Carry — *Sworps.” He will then inform the Commander that 
the lines are formed, and the Commander will then assume com- 
mand, or direct the Senior Warden to remain in charge, which 
is generally the practice in this jurisdiction. 

In marching by flank or by companies, the first six officers 
march at the head of Commandery in the form of a triangle. 

In marching by the flank, the Senior Warden will be upon the 
left flank of the first division, the Junior Warden upon the left 
flank of the second division, and whem in line they will be upon 
the right of their divisions. 
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Past Commanders wil! form iv rear of the first six otficers in 
threes. Upon intimation from the Commander, the Senior War- 
den will take up the line of march by giving the order, Fours 
right —* March —*Forwarp — ‘Guide left. At the command 
march, the guides of each division will march sixty-six inches to 
the front, and face to the right ; each four will wheel to the right 
on a fixed pivot. At the command forward, given the instant the 
wheel shall be completed, all the fours will step off, the front rank 
of each taking steps of twenty-eight inches, the rear rank short- 
ening the step till they gain the distance of thirty-two inches 
from the front rank. The front rank of the second four will be 
thirty-two inches frqm the rear rank of the first four, and so on 
to the rear. 


At the command guide left, each rank will dress to the left; 


the first four of each division will march at thirty-two inches 
from the guide, and each knight will cover accurately his corres- 
ponding file in the rank preceding him. 

The march by the left flank will be similarly executed at the 
commands : ‘Fours left —? Marcu —* Forwarp — ‘Guide right. 

Marching in column of fours, to change direction to the right 
or left, the Senior Warden will command : ‘Column right (or lef), 
— * Marca. 

At the command march, the guide and leading rank of four 
will wheel to the right (or left) on a movable pivot, and then 
march straight to the front; the other ranks will wheel on the 
same ground, carefully maintaining the dfstance of thirty-two 
inches. 

To form line from column of fours to the right or left, either 
at a halt or marching, the Senior Warden will command: ‘Fours 
right (or left) —* Marnce —* Harr — ‘Left (or right) Dress — 
* Front. 

At the command march, the fours will wheel to the right or 
left, according to the command. 

The column of fours in march will be halted by the commands : 
1Column — * Hatt. 
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It will be placed in march by the command: ?Column forward 
— *Guide left (or right) — * Marcu, 

The column of fours will oblique to the right or left at the 
command : 'Right (or left) oblique. — * Marcu. 

_ It will resume the direct march at the command : ‘Forward 
— * Marca. 

Being in line, or in column of fours, at a halt or marching, to 
face to the rear, the command will be, Fours right (or left) about 
— ? Marca — ® Hatt, or Forwarp — Guide left (or right). 

The command halt, or forward, will be given as the half circle 
is completed. 

If in line, the fours will always wheel to the left about. If in 
column, to execute the about, the fours will always wheel to the 
side of the guide. 

It will be observed that it isa matter of indifference whether 
the fours wheel to the right about or left about, and that in all 
movements by fours the guide is announced toward the marching 
flank ; also that, after halting, the squad is dressed toward the 
marching flank. 

The precision of all movements by fours depends upon the im- 
movability of the pivot knight, the touch of the elbow toward 
him, and the careful preservation of the distance of thirty-two 
inches between the different ranks while marching. 

In marching from the hall to the street, the stairways and doors 
may be too narrow to admit of marching by column of fours, if 
so, the command will be, 'Zwos right —*Marca —* Forwarp 
— ‘Guide left. 

The twos will wheel to the right on numbers one and three of 
each four as pivots, and to the left on numbers two and four. 

Upon arriving on the street, the column of twos may be formed 
in line by the command: ‘Twos left (or right) —*Marce — 
* Hatt — ‘Right dress, or they may be formed in fours, by the 
command: ‘Form fours —* Right oblique — * Marcu —‘ Guide 
left. 

At the command march, the right or leading two of each four 
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will oblique to the right till they uncover the left two; they will 
then mark time, aud again resume the forward march when the 
left two arrive on a line with them ; the fours having united, the 
rear ranks will fall back to thirty-two inches. 

To reduce the front to two knights from column of fours, 
the command will be, Right by twos — * Marcu. 

At the first command, the rear rank of each four will close to 
sixteen inches. 

At the second command, the two files on the right of each 
four will continue the march ; the two files on the left will mark 
time till disengaged, when they will oblique to the right and fol- 
low the right files, keeping closed to sixteen inches. 

In marching in column of fours, to take single-rank distance 
without forming line, the command will be, 'Single-rank distance 
° Marcu. : 

At the second command, the leading rank, if the column be 
marching in quick time, will continue in that gait; the other 
ranks will halt, and successively resume the march when at 
wheeling distance. 

To close to double-rank distance without forming line, the com- 
mand will be, \Double-rank distance — *Double time —* Mancn. 

At the third command, the leading rank of four will continue 
in quick time ; the other ranks will take the double time, and re- 
sume the quick time upon closing to thirty-two inches. 

If a Commandery is sufficiently Jarge to march by companies 
instead of by the flank, the Senior Warden will count them off 
in companies not to exceed twelve front, and they should be so 
equalized that an equal number of companies will be upon the 
right and left of Standard. 

The Captains of companies should be selected by the Command- 
er from those who have some knowledge of the movements. The 
Senior Warden will act as Executive officer, and will not take 
command of any company. There should be a knight selected 
from each company to act as guide. 

The Encampment will march from the place of formation to 
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the street in “column of fours,” and will either ‘form line” and 
halt, or continue the march by ‘“‘forming the companies to the 
front” by the command: ‘Left front into line—? Manca. 

At the second command, the leading four will continue the 
march, the guide placing himself on the right; the other fours 
will take the double step, and oblique to the left till opposite their 
interval, then march to the front, taking upon arriving in line 
the quick step, and touch of the elbow toward the side-of the 
guide. As soon as the last file shall arrive in line, the Captain 
will command: Guide left. 

If the knights are halted, and ‘‘formed in line,” upon ar- 
riving in the street, the line of march will be taken up by the 
Senior Warden giving the command, 1By companies right wheel 
— Marca. At the first command, the Captains will caution 
their companies to wheel to the right. At the second command, 
the Captains will throw themselves by the shortest line to the 
point where the left of the company will rest when the wheel 
is completed. When the left of the company shall arrive at 
three paces from a perpendicular, the Captain will command 
Hali ;'the guide will advance and place his left elbow lightly 
against the breast of the Captain, who will step two paces to the 
rear and command : ‘Left Dress —* Front, and place himself two 
paces in front of the centre of his company. 

To put the column in march, the commands will be !Column 
- forward —*Guide Left —*® Marcu. 

To break to the rear into column, by the right of companies, 
the command will be, ‘By the right of companies to the rear into 
column — *Fours right — * Marca. 

At the third command, all the fours will wheel to the right, 
the leading four in each company wheeling to the right about ; 
the right guide, as soon as this is accomplished, will conduct the 
leading four perpendicularly to the rear, and the Captain will 
place himself on the line formerly occupied by the front rank, 
facing to the rear, so that the outer file in each ‘four shall graze 
his right arm in passing to the rear. 
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When the front rank of the rear four has completed the wheel 
to the rear, the Captain will command: '(such) Company — 
*Fours left —* Marca — ‘Hatt. 

The third command will be given the instant the front rank of 
the rear four arrives abreast with the Captain, and the fourth 
command the instant the fours unite in line. The guide will 
advance and place his left elbow lightly against the breast of the 
Captain, who will step two paces to the rear and command, ‘Left 
dress —*FRonT, and place himself two paces in front of the 
centre of his company. 

The Captains having commanded front, the guides, although 
some of them may not be in the direction of the preceding 
guides, will stand fast, in order that the error of a company, 
which has wheeled too much or too little, may not be propagated ; 
the guides not in the direction will readily come into it when the 
column is put in march. 

To change direction, the column being in march, when the 
Senior Warden shall wish to change direction to the right, he 
will command : 'Column, right — * Marcn. 

At the first command, a marker will place himself abreast 
and on the left of the leading company. The Captain of this 
company will command, Right wheel. 

At the command march, briskly repeated by the Captain of the - 
leading company, this company will wheel to the right, the Cap- 
tain adding: ‘Forward —*Maxcu, upon the completion of the 
wheel. 

The marker, at the command march, will halt and face to the 
column, and remain in this position until the rear has passed 
when he will return to his post in the rear of the first company. 

The other companies will march squarely up to the marker, and 
then change direction by the same command and means as the 
first company. 

If the change of direction is to the left, at the command 
column left, the leading Captain will command, ‘Guide right — 
*LEFT WHEEL, and the marker will place himself on the right of 
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the leading company. The other Captains will give the com- 
mand, guide right, when at company distance from the marker ; at 
the completion of the wheel, the command will be Forward — 
* Marcy — *Guide left. 

In changing direction, it ig essential that the rear of the col- 
umn should never be checked ; each Captain will, therefore, face 
his company while wheeling, and see that the guide takes the full 
step of twenty-eight inches, and that the pivot knight takes 
steps of nine. 

Marching in column of companies, to break fours to the rear 
for the purpose of passing obstacles which may present them- 
selves in front of either flank, the Senior Warden will com- 
mand: '(So many) Fours from right (or left) to rear —* Marcu. 

If from the right, the fours will execute the left forward, 
fours left, on the fours next to the left which remain in line; if 
from the left, they will execute the right forward, fours right, on 
the four next on the right. 

The fours which have broken to the rear will be formed into 
line at the command: ‘Rear fours, front into line —*Mancw. 
Which is executed as previously explained. 

: The guide, if on the side of the fours broken to the rear, will, as 
the command march, hasten to the point where the flank of the com- 
pany will be when the movement is completed. If itis necessary, 
in passing obstacles the Commander or Senior Warden will give 
the order, ‘Right forward —*Fours right —* Maron — *Guide left. 

At the third command, the right four will move straight to the 
front, shortening the first four or five steps ; the other fours will 
wheel to the right, the second four wheeling to the left and fol- 
lowing the first four the instant its first wheel shall be completed ; 
the other fours will wheel to the left on the same ground as the 
second. The guide will take his place in column of fours at the 
fourth command. The several companies will conform themselves 
to this movement successively, as they arrive on the ground of 
preceding company ; after the obstacle has been passed the Cap- 
tain of the leading company will command, ‘Left front into line 
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—* Marcu — "Guide left ; which movement will be performed 
successively by each company as they arrive on the ground of the 
preceding company. 

To halt the column and form line, the order will be, ‘Column 
—* Hatt — "Left into line wheel — ‘* Marca. 

At the command march, briskly repeated by the Captains, the 
companies will wheel to the left, preserving the touch of the elbow 
toward the pivot knight, and dressing toward the marching flank ; 
each Captain will turn to his company to observe the execution of 
the movement, and, when the right shall arrive at three paces 
from the line, he will command: ‘(such) Company—’* Har 
— Right dress—‘Frontr. And as soon as the companies have 
wheeled and perfected the alignment, the Commander or Senior 
Warden will command: 'Gutdes—* Posts, upon which the Cap- 
tains will place themselves two paces before the centre of their 
companies. Guides will then take their places on right. _ 

It is highly essential to the regularity of the march in column, 
that each guide follow exactly in the trace of the one immediate- 
ly preceding, without occupying his attention with the general 
direction of the guides. If this principle be steadily observed, 
the guides will find themselves aligned, provided the leading one 
march exactly in the direction indicated to him; and even should 
ohstacles in his way force him into a momentary deviation, the 
direction of the column would not necessarily be changed ; where- 
as, if the following guides endeavor to conform themselves at 
once to all the movements of the leading one, in order to cover 
him in file, such endeavors would necessarily cause corresponding 
fluctuations in the column, from right to left, or from left to right, 
and render the preservation of distances extremely difficult. 


DRESS PARADE OF TEMPLARS. 


When deemed expedient, a Commandery may have a dress 
parade. 

The Commander having signified his intention of having a 
parade, the Senior Warden will see that the line is properly

formed in two ranks faced to the front, Standard in centre of line, 
music on the extreme right. If the Commandery has been formed 
in “ column of fours,” the Junior Warden will take his place upon 
the right of first division; the Senior Warden will perform the 
same duties as the Adjutant of a Regiment upon parade. 

As soon the line is formed, and upon intimation from the Sen- 
ior Warden, the Junior Warden will command: ‘Parade — 
* Rest. The Senior Warden will then order the music to beat 
off, when it will commence on the right, beat in front of the line 
to the left, and back to its place on the right. The Senior War- 
den will then step two paces to the front, face to the left and 
command : 'Atiention — *Recover Swords —*Carry Swords — ‘Pre- 
pare to open ranks —*To the rear open order — * Maxcu. 

At the fourth command, the Junior Warden will place the 
guide on right of rear rank, four paces to the rear, and at the order 
march, the knights in rear rank will fall back promptly to and 
in line with the right guide. At the same time the Commander 
will take his position opposite to and about fifteen paces from the 
centre of his command ; the Generalissimo four paces in front of 
the centre of the first division; Captain-General four paces in 
front of the centre of second division ; the other officers will retain 
their places in line. The Senior Warden seeing the knights 
aligned, will command Front, and march along the front to the 
centre, where he will face to the right, and when he is about ten 
paces from the line, he will come to the right-about, and com- 
mand: 1Present —*Sworps. He will then face about, salute 
the Commander, and report, ‘‘ Str, the parade ts formed.” He will 
then take his station three paces on the left and one pace retired 
from the Commander, passing to his right, and in rear. 

The Commander will acknowledge the salute by raising his 
chapeau, and after the Senior Warden has taken his post, will 
draw his sword and command: )Carry — *Sworps — *Present 
— ‘Sworps, &c. The Generalissimo and Captain-General will 
remain at a carry. He will then return his sword and intimate to 
the Senior Warden that the parade may be dismissed. The Senior 
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Warden will now pass round the right of the Commander, ad- 
vance upon the line, halting midway between him and the line, 
and command: Parade is dismissed. 

The Generalissimo and Captain-General will return their 
swords, face inwards, and close on the Senior Warden, who, hav- 
ing taken position in their line, will command : ' Front —? For- 
WakD — * Marcu; and, when within six paces of Commander, 
halt and salute by raising the chapeau ; after the Commander has 
acknowledged the salute, they will circle about him and listen to 
any communication he may have to make. 

After the ceremony is finished, if the parade is formed near 
the hall, they will retire with him, or if the march is to be con- 
tinued, they will assume their place in line. 

As the officers disperse, the Junior Warden will command: 
1Close order —* Marcu, and if the officers retire, he will give the 
order, 1Fours right — *Marco — *Forwarp — ‘Guide left, 
and conduct the Commandery to their armory, where the line 
will be dismissed. 

If the march is to be continued, he will take his position upon 
right of second division. 

If the Commandery is divided into companies, the Captain of 
first company (instead of Junior Wurden) will give the order, 
PaRraDE Rest, which will be repeated by each Captain in succes- 
sion to the left ; and when the lines are opened, they will take their 
position four paces in front of their companies, and the General- 
issimo and Captain-General six paces in front and opposite the 
centre of right and left wing. 

When the parade is dismissed, the Captains will face inwards 
and close on the Senior Warden ; the Generalissimo and Captain- 
General will face about and take position on the right and left of 
Captains. 

Two or more Commanderies may be reviewed by a Grand offi- 
cer or by the Senior Commander present.. For this purpose 
the Commanderies will be drawn up in line, faced to the front. 

The Executive officer will command: ’Prepare for review — 
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?To the rear open order —* Marcu. At the first command the 
Senior Wardens or Captains will place the guides on right of the 
Year rank, four paces to the rear, and at the order Maxcu, the 
rear rank will fall back promptly in line with the guides and 
right dress. At the same time the Standard-Guard, Senior and 
Junior Wardens, and Captains, will place themselves four paaes 
in advance of their positions in line, the Captains of the Guard 
will advance to the space vacated by the Standard-Guard, the 
Generalissimo six paces in front of first division, the Captain- 
General six paces in front of second division, Commander eight 
paces in front, opposite the Standard-Bearer ; the other officers 
will retain their places in the line. When the ranks are aligned, 
and the officers in position, the order will be Fronr. 

The executive officer will then command: 1Present —? Sworps, 
and at the same time the,band will play and the banners will sa- 
lute. After the Reviewing officer has acknowledged the salute, 
the order will be, 'Carry —* Sworps. 

Reviewing officers will then go to the right, and along the line, 
around the left flank, and along the rear of the whole line to the 
right. While they are passing along the line, the knights will 
remain steady to the front. 

When they approach the right of Commanderies, music should 
strike up, and cease after they have passed. 

After the Reviewing officers have returned to their place, the 
Executive officer will command: ‘Close order-—-*Marcu. At 
the first command, the officers will About face, and at the word 
Marca, will resume their places in line, the rear rank closing 
upon front rank at same time. ° 

The command will then be, \By Companies, Right Wheel — 
* Marcu —*Pass in Review — ‘Column, Forward, Guide Right — 
* Manca. 

In saluting, officers should cast their eyes toward the Review- 
ing officer and salute when within six paces, banners the same, 
After passing, the command will be, Guide left. Captains of 


Companies should have the guide upon the left cover in line;

upon arriving on the original ground, the command will be, ‘Lejt 
into Line, Wheel —*?Mancu. Upon wheeling into line, the Com- 
manderies will be dressed to the right, and it is important that 
the intervals between Companies should be 80 well preserved in 
marching that no distance will be lost. The ranks will be again 
opened and the Reviewing officer saluted, as at the commence- 
ment. 


On motion, Sir Knight Daniel Harwood, Sir Thomas A. 
Doyle, and Sir Henry Chickering were appointed a Commit- 
tee on Work for the day. 

The Order of the Red Cross was fully exemplified by 
M.E. Sir Charles Edward Powers, Grand Commander of 
Boston Encampment.

The hour having arrived to which the Grand Encampment 
was adjourned, it was called to order by the M.E. Grand 
Master. 

Sir Charles W. Moore, on behalf of the Committee on the 
“Subject of Nomenclature,” made the following report : — 


Boston, May 8, 1869. 

The Committee to whom was referred the Address of the M.E. 
Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
delivered before this Grand Body, at its annual assembly in Oc- 
tober last, and also the subject of the nomenclature @f this Grand 
Encampment, respectfully submit the following report : — 

The nomenclature used by this Grand Encampment and its 
subordinates in characterizing themselves, and bodies of corre- 
sponding rank and character in other sections of the United States, 
and also in designating their principal officers, is that by which 
the Order of Knights Templars was originally organized in this 
country, more than half a century ago. It is that by which Tem- 
plar-Masonry in its various forms and divisions, until within a few 
years past, was everywhere on this continent known and recog- 
nized, and under which it has grown up from a tender exotic plant 
to a strong and vigorous oak, whose branches cover the whole land, 
and under whose shadow thousands of Templar Knights annually 
unite in recognizing the great founder of Christianity by their 
devotions at a common shrine of Christian Brotherhood. 

To those of our elder brethren who were contemporaneous 
with the fathers of this Grand Encampment, this nomenclature 
is consecrated by long and familliar usage, and endeared by the 
many pleasant memories which surround it. Hence it ig but a 
natural emotion of the affections,—a strong manifestation of 
enduring love for early associations,—that they should look 
upon any change or modification of it with disfavor. They were 
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educated in the belief that any changes in masonry, however ap- 
parently unimportant, were to be regarded as destructive of its 
unity, and dangerous to its stability and endurance, as a distinct 
and exclusive fraternity. In this belief, your committee have 
also been educated, and they yield to none in their attachments to 
the lessons of their early teachers. They fully appreciate the . 
importance of the closest uniformity attainable in every depart- 
ment of the Order, — each according to its own peculiar forms and 
necessities. The Brother, the Companion, and the Sir Kuight, 
must each be able to meet the brother of his own grade on a 
common platform, to recognize him by the same terms, and speak 
to him in the same language, or the vital principle of Masonic 
universality is wanting. The unity of the particular branch of 
the Order wherein such a difference is found to exist is destroyed. 
There is a break in the chain which should bind it together in one 
homogeneous whole. 

And this is the precise condition of the present Templar organ- 
ization of this country. The connection is broken. A link in 
the chain of fraternal concord and unity is wanting. The evi- 
dence of this is the anomalous relation which this Grand Body 
sustains to its sister Grand Encampments; towards all of whom, 
without an exception, it stands out isolated and in an attitude of 
apparent antagonism. Why this is so, is a question which your 
committee need not discuss. The M.E. Grand Master has done 
this with distinguished ability and thoroughness, in the able 
address which has elicited this report. He has appealed to the 
record, and demonstrated, with irresistible power, that the changes 
in the fundamental law of the Order which have contributed to 
produce it, was your own work ; not alone and singly, but in con- 
currence with your equals in General Convention assembled. — 

He bas also shown that this Grand Encampment is in duty and 
knightly honor bound to respect these changes, until they are law- 
fully and constitutionally abrogated. From this conclusion there 
is no escape. Whether judicious or otherwise, they were made in 
a legal manner, and by an authority whose laws and edicts this 
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Grand Body, in common with every other Grand Encampment 
from Maine to California, is under the highest obligations to ac- 
knowledge and obey. Whether they be such as we could all 
desire, or whether they were originally authorized by the usages of 
the Order, is not now an open question. The discussion has been 
foreclosed by the unanimous action of our sister Grand Encamp 
ments throughout the country, and it is left for us either to take 
the result as it stands, or to accept repudiation of the supreme 
authority and secession as the only alternative. So grave a step 
the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts and Rhode Island is 
not prepared to take. It it not prepared to array itself in open 
hostility to a superior power of its own creating, —a power 
which, in its confiding trust, has done it the honor to select for 
its presiding officer one of its own distinguished sons. It is not 
prepared to tarnish the purity of its hitherto spotless record, nor 
to forget what is due to the memory of the dead past, by encour- 
aging disloyalty and insubordination in the living present. On 
the contrary, it recognizes and accepts in all its fulness, as the 
rule of its own conduct, that the masonic government is a gov- 
ernment of laws, and that the highest duty of the subordinate is 
submission to the lawfully constituted authorities. The institution 
of Masonry, organized on the principle of fraternal confidence 
and equality, can stand on no other foundation. Remove this, 
and allow that disloyalty and insubordination, under any circum- 
staces, are right and justifiable, and the beautiful temple of our 
Order, now admirable in all its symmetrical proportions, is trans- 
formed into a theatre of anarchy and strife; all reliable govern- 
ment is at an end, and the mad spirit of faction reigns triumph- 
antly over the milder rule of subordination and order. 

Entertaining these views of the duties and obligations due from 
this Grand Encampment to the supreme head of the Order in the 
United States, and recognizing the importance of perfect har- 
mony and agreement in the working of the machinery of its gov- 
ernment, in all its details, your committee recommend the adop- 
tion. of the following —

The Committee .to whom was referred the address of the M.E. 

Grand Master, delivered at the opening of the session, having 
" considered the same, make this their report. 

Your Committee find that but two matters are referred to in 
the address which require special attention from them, and these 
are the subjects of an exchange of representatives with sister 
Grand Bodies, and the expediency of sending representatives of 
this Grand Encampment to the Semi-Centennial Celebration of 
St. John’s Commandery, No 4, at Philadelphia. 

In regard to the first, it is hardly necessary to remind the 
members of the Grand Encampment that the system of an ex- 
change of representatives by Grand Bodies is a modern idea, 
which has never been adopted by either of the Grand Lodges or 
Chapters of the two States united in this body, and the workings 
of the system therefore can only be judged from the printed pro- 
ceedings of other jurisdictions, which so far as they have fallen 
under the observation of your Committee, do not indicate that the 
office of Grand Representative is more than an honorary appoint- 
ment. If, as suggested by the Grand Master, such representa- 
tives could from time to time present to the Grand Encampment 
reports upon the transactions of the Grand Body from which 
they were accredited, then the system might be of such impor- 
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tance as to warrant its adoption here. But even then the limited 
time allotted to a session of this Grand Body, which is now 
crowded with the local business incident to it, would leave little 
time for the reception of such reports or the attention which their 
importance would demand. 

Your Committee therefore recommend that no action be taken 
at this time in relation to an exchange of representatives with 
other Grand Bodies. 

In reference to the celebration at Philadelphia, your Commit- 
tee concur in the sentiments so ably expressed by the Grand 
Master, regarding the fraternal relations existing between the 
knights of this jurisdiction and those of Pennsylvania, and they 
deer it proper that the Grand Council of this Grand Encamp- 
ment should, if possible, represent the States of Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island at Philadelphia on the 15th proximo, and they 
recommend the adoption of the accompanying resolutions.

ADDRESS. 


Eaongnt ComMANDER anp Sir Knieuts, — 

In the remarks I have to offer on this occasion, I propose to 
call attention to a few historical facts relative to Godfrey De 
Bouillon, whose name you have given to your Encampment, and 
which have come down to us through the ages, in connection with 
events unparalleled in previous or succeeding history, — the theme 
alike of the poet and the historian. Your adoption of his name 
as the title of your Encampment is favorable to a consideration, 
however brief, of the important period in history in which he 
lived, and of the causes that led to the formation of the Order 
of Knights Templars. 

Little could that bold spirit have imagined, as he wandered 
nearly a thousand years ago among the wilds of Judea, that 
centuries afterward, in a country then undiscovered, and in a 
language then unknown, his name, his deeds, and his praises, 
would be common on the lips of a great people who, like him, 
kneel at the Cross, and ackowledge Christ as the great Captain 
of their salvation. 

Let us then consider, for a moment, the causes and events 
which gave prominence to Godfrey De Bouillon and others whose 
names have become historic, and are directly or indirectly iden- 
tified with the origin and history of our Order. 

Crusades is the name given to the expeditions by which the 
Christian nations of Europe sought to recover Palestine from the 
Mohammedans in the eleventh, twelfth, and thirteenth centuries. 
The whole number of Crusades attempted against the Saracenic 
nations was six, but in the first two only are we, as Knights 
Templars, particularly interested. 
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As early as 687 of our Lord, we find the Holy Land, so called, 
in the possession of the Saracens. The sepulehre of Christ and 
the Church of the Resurrection were in the hands of the Christ- 
ians; but for which permission or privilege a small tribute was 
exacted from the many pilgrims who journeyed thither, — more 
perhaps as a recognition of dependence than a source of revenue. 

Hakim, a fanatical Mussulman prince, is one of the earliest 
mentioned who persecuted the Christians, interfered with the 
pilgrims, and defaced the holy places. Afterwards, when the 
Turks had conquered Palestine, they inflicted all manner of 
cruelties and atrocities on the Christians themselves, — the intel- 
ligence of which created the most lively indignation throughout 
Western Europe. 

While the excitement that this caused in the Christian world 
was at its height, the Byzantine Emperor entreated assistance 
from Pope Gregory VII., or, as some writers declare, Urban II. 
That Pontiff, in answer to this entreaty, issued a powerful ad- 
dress to the rulers of Europe, appealing to their pride, their 
religious zeal, and hope of conquest in the contemplated conflict 
with the haughty Mohammedan nations of the East. The appeal 
was not in vain. Reared in the study of arme and inured to 
warfare and consequent hardship, this dazzling enterprise offered 
a fitting diversion for their hardy naturee. Their ready response 
gave hope of important events and mighty deeds ef arms, aad 
undoubtedly in some form, however indistinct, foreshadowed to 
the far-sighted and descerning Roman pontiff the coming eru- 
sades. 

Then it was that that singular being, that pieus fauatie, that 
all-powerful arbiter of the popular mind, Peter the Hermit, ap- 
peared on the scene, and by his example, his strong appeals to 
the passions of the masses, aided by the sentiment of awe and 
veneration which the bigoted and ignorant spirit ef the age 
accorded him, was enabled to sway and mfluence the multitudes 
and, more than any other man, to master the events of the ap 
proaching drama. Visiting Palestine, he was eye-witness to the 
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cruelties and barbarities inflicted on the Christians; and moved 
by the fanaticism of the times, imagined he was the chosen 
instrument of the Almighty to deliver the Holy Sepulchre. The 
Pope encouraged this religious delusion and despatched him on - 
his mission to waken and arouse the Christian nations, or, in the 
more popular language of our day, ‘to fire the Southern heart.” 

He was eminently successful. Every class and nation shared 
in the general enthusiasm, and a distinguished writer says: ‘‘ A 
strange scene must that have been, that pilgrimage of the nations. 
From all parts of Christian Europe they came in troops. Multi- 
tudes srrived, no one knew whence, who spoke unintelligible 
dialects, but conveyed their meaning by placing their fingers in 
the form of a cross. From the powerful baron with his numer- 
ous retainers, down to the subdued and humbled serf, all had a 
common tendency, and indulged in a common hope. Christ had 
thundered through the hearts of all, and the only fear was that of 
being the last on the road.” 

And thus this great procession, this first quota of the First 
Crusade, under the leadership of Peter the Hermit, but little 
better than an undisciplined mob, turned their faces to the East, 
crossed the Bosphorus, and disappeared beyond the seas. 

Little but disaster attended this ill-starred expedition. Un- 
manageable and disorganized for want of suitable leaders, 
Peter in disgust left them. Detached into separate bands, they 
became in turn thieves and marauders, and fell an easy prey to 
the Turks. Out of two hundred and seventy thousand men but 
twenty-five thousand returned, without one important result 
accomplished or one glorious feat achieved. 

At a papal council held in 1095, the Pope suggested that those 
who entered on the holy enterprise should assume the Cross on the 
shoulder or breast, and every person so wearing it was known 
as Crotse, or Crusader. In addition to other inducements to 
engage iu the holy wars, such was the superstition of the age that 
it was not difficult to inculcate the belief that this assumption of 
the eymbol of the Cross abrogated or consummated all penances. 
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The spirit was shared in by all classes, and the number enlisting 
was almost incalculable, including in many cases outlaws and 
criminals, 

Many of the first attempts of the First Crusade, as we have 
seen, were made by unorganized and undisciplined soldiers, and 
were led by inefficient chiefs, until Godfrey of Bouillon, a noble 
of France and a descendant of Charlemagne (and who is often 
mentioned as the hero of the First Crusade), with other noble 
Jeaders, assumed the field and the command of those military 
enthusiasts who so strongly mingled religion with romance, and 
whose exploits, it has been said, form the connecting link be 
tween fact and fiction, history and the fairy tale. 

Their successes and disasters culminated in the capture of the 
Holy City of Jerusalem in 1099, after a massacre of almost 
unparalleled ferocity. Godfrey was chosen first head of the new 
Latin Kingdom, but with that innate modesty, which was the 
characteristic of his nature, refused to be crowned King where his 
Divine Master had been crowned with thorns, and assumed the 
less pretending title of ‘‘ Defender of the Holy City.” 

His death in the following year, at the early age of forty years, 
virtually closed the First Crusade. 

In 1118 the numerous Pilgrims who yet fiocked to the Holy 
Land, being still liable to abuse from the Turks, a body of Nine 
Knights of France, in addition to the three Vows of Chastity, 
Poverty, and Obedience, took upon themselves a fourth, by which 
they bound themselves to defend the Sepulchre of Christ, and 
afford protection to Christian Pilgrims. Prominent among these 
Knights, were Hugo De Payen or Paganis, and Geoffrey St. 
Uldemar or St. Omer. They were known at first as ‘‘ The Poor 
Fellow Soldiers of the Holy City,” ‘‘ The Poor Brothers of Jesus 
Christ,” and by other titles ; and employed themselves im exter- 
minating the many bands of robbers which infested the moun- 
tains and defiles of Judea. 

The Order was small, and dragged wearily along for many 
years, until the Grand Master Hugo De Payen, in 1128 besought 
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of Pope Honorius a rule of action for their direction. This 
matter, seemingly simple and unimportant, but on which de- 
pended and was founded the subsequent power and importance 
of the Order of Knights Templars, was assigned to St. Bernard, 
Abbot of Clairvaux who, at the Council of Troyes in 1128, 
promulgated his celebrated Rule, or Code of Laws, for the gov- 
ernment of the religious Order of Knights Templars ; that power- 
fal association which, uniting piety and prowess, and taking 
advuntage of the two strongest impulses which the age knew — 
the impulse to fight and the impulse to fast and pray — made 
itself known and felt in the succeeding Crusades. 

St. Bernard was an ecclesiastic of high position and rare 
acquirements; but his attainments as a scholar were not more 
profound than his knowledge of man and the humor of the times. 
Consulting the great elements of warlike habit and religious 
enthusiasm that then pervaded Western Europe, he composed the 
Rule referred to, and so adapted it to the religious sentiment of 
the times, that people of every degrée sought admission to the 
ranks of the Order, and vied with each other in endowing it with 
gifts of land and money. 

In 1128 the Templars received from Pope Honorious a peculiar 
dress consisting of a white mantle, to distinguish them from the 
Knights Hospitallers who were habited in black. They afterwards 
added a red cross on the left breast. This emblem was subse- 
quently borne on their banner, which was made of strips of white 
and black cloth, and called Beauseant. Soon after their establish- 
ment, Baldwin 1. of Jerusalem, who was also brother of Godfrey 
De Bouillon, gave them part of his palace as a residence. The 
Canons of the convent adjoining, also gave them.a building near 
the site of the Temple for the keeping of their arms and accou- 
trements, which together gained for them the distinctive title of 
Knights Templars. 

I have thus given a very brief outline of the First Crusade in 
which Godfrey De Bouillon figured so prominently, and of the 


Second Crusade, which indirectly gave birth to the Knights Tem- 
8 
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plars; for it will be seen, that although there is a similarity 
between the callings and characters of De Bouillon and the 
Knights Templars, there is really uo literal connection between 
them. Godfrey De Bouillon was born A.D. 1061, and died iu 
the year 1100. The date of the First Crusade is about the year 
1090 —the formation of the Order of Templars was 1118 — 
eighteen years after the death of De Bouillon— so that he was 
not contemporary with De Payen, St. Omer, or St. Bernard, the 
secular and religious founders of the Order. 

But when we consider the noble qualities ef Godfrey De 
Bouillon, his military prowess and renown, his religious zeal, 
amounting to fanaticism, his humility shown conspicuously in 
refusing the crown of Jerusalem, — who shall say that the infla- 
ence of his character, and of his deeds as a soldier, did not 
animate the original nine kpvights of France, and thet his blind 
subservience to the Church of Rome had not attracted the sym- 
pathy and attention of St. Bernard? He seems to belong rather 
to the period of the Second Crusade, snd his place in history with 
De Payen, St. Omer, and St. Bernard — embodying as he did 90 
much of the soldier and the monk of the Middle Ages. 

In those days, when wars and rumors of wars prevailed 
throughout the world, when the sword was the principal calling 
of the noble and the gentleman, when Front De Boouf and Brian 
De Bois Guilbert were the accepted type of accomplished knight- 
hood, and the heart of the soldier was as hard as the armor in 
which it was encased, Godfrey De Bouillon seems to have stood 
out prominently as a pattern of humility, sobriety; and justice — 
as courageous and brave as he was generous and unselfish. 

Touching his personal appearance, accounts vary: one author- 
ity statcs that he was short in stature, but of great personal 
strength; again, that he was tall, graceful, and prepossessiug ; 
another writer says: ‘‘ He was a tall, strong man, arrived at 
that period of life in which men are supposed ta have lost none of 
their resolution, while they have acquired a wisdom and circum- 
spection unknown to their earlier years.” 
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Sir Walter Scott, that marvellous delineator of the affections 
and passions, and whose wonderful power of conception and 
analysis of character have rendered his name immortal, thus, in 
one of his works, speaks of Godfrey De Bouillon : — 

‘This Godfrey is one of the wisest, noblest, and bravest of the 
leaders who have thus strangely put themselves in motion; and 
among a list of independent princes, as many in number as those 
who agsembled at the siege of Troy, and followed most of them 
by subjects ten times more numerous, this Godfrey may be 
regarded asthe Agamemnon. The princes and counts esteem him 
because he is the foremost in the ranks of those whom they fan- 
tastically call Knights, and also on account of the good faith and 
generosity which he practises in all his transactions. The 
clergy give him credit for the highest zeal for the doctrines of 
religion, and a corresponding respect for the church and its dig- 
nitaries. Justice, liberality, and frankness have equally attached 
to this Godfrey the lower order of the people. His general 
attention to moral obligations is a pledge to them that his reli- 
gion is real; and, gifted with so much that is excellent, he is 
already, although inferior in rank, birth, and power to many 
chiefs of the Crusade, justly regarded as one of its principal 
leaders.” 

But the days of the Crusades and the fashions of that age have 
passed away. The haughty monarch and his equally proud 
suzerain, the powerful baron and his bold retainers, the flaunting 
banner and ‘all the pomp and circumstance of war” are recited 
now but in poetry and song. 

“ The Knights are dust, 
Their good swords are rust, 
Their souls are with the saints, we trust.” 

You have to-day, Sir Knights, on your own petition, arisen 
from the position of ward to the parent institution to that of a 
sovereign body, and take equal rank with your sister Encampments 
in our jurisdiction. You are now an Encampment or Com- 
mandery of Knights Templars in good standing, and have essumed 
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the name of the distinguished individual whose character we have 
briefly noticed. Let it be your care to consider and remember 
his virtues and excellences, and emulate his example. You are 
not indeed called upon to wield the carnal weapon, or war physi- 
cally in defence of the Christian religion; but his patience and 
perseverence in time of trial, his courage and constancy, you can 
bear in remembrance ; — his zeal in the cause of right, and his 
valor in its defence, may certainly animate us in our more subtle 
conflict with the deceita and vanities of this world, and should 
remind us that there is a warfare of the affeetions and passions 
requiring more courage and determination than to go forth in 
deadly contention on the field of battle. It is written, ‘“* He that 
is slow to anger is better than the mighty ; and he that ruleth his 
spirit, than he that taketh a city.” 
“To few ’tis given 
To lead the embattled squadron in the field 
And strike for liberty—- but all may wage 


That nobler war, which conquers vicious will, 
And triumph o’er themselves.” 


The usual proclamation was made by the E. Senior Grand 
Warden, and the Grand Officers retired to the Grand Asylum 
when the Grand Encampment was closed in Form.

The Most Eminent Grand Master announced to the Grand 
Commandery that M.E. Sir William Sewall Gardner, Grand 
Master of Knights Templars in the United States, was in 
waiting to visit this Grand Body, and appointed Sir Winslow 
Lewis, Sir Josiah Whitaker, Sir James Salsbury, Sir 
Abraham A. Dame, and Sir William Field, a committee to 
introduce him into the Grand Asylum. 

The Grand Commandery was formed in due array, and 
the Most Eminent Grand Master was received with the 
honors due his rank, as the Official Head of Knights Tem- 
plars in the United States of America.

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ADDRESS. 


Exrment Commanpgyss, Orricens, any Mempers oF THE Grarp Ex- 
CaMPMENT OF MasSACHUSETTS aXD Rugope Isianp. 

By permission of Almighty God, we are again gathered in an- 
nual assembly for the performance of duties pertaiming to our 
various stations, and so to deliberate that our doings may in the 
best manner inure to the happiness and prosperity of this Grand 
Body and its subordinate Encampments. 

I congratulate you, Sir Knights, that during the past year 
death has not invaded our ranks,—that peace and harmony 
have prevailed in our borders, — and that our Encampments were 
never more flourishing and prosperous than now. Let us, there- 
fore, in our deliberations, wisely look to the past, that in the 
present we may so manage the affairs committed to our charge 
that the necessary rule and government may be as lightly and 
easily administered in the future. 

During the past year all the Encampments in the jurisdiction 
have been officially visited, as will appear from the reports that 
are now being offered. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 28, 1868, accompanied by Sir Charles L. 
Woodbury and others, I visited De Molay Encampment, and, at 
the request of the Commander, presided at the elections and in- 
stalled its officers, Sir Samuel J. M. Homer being the new 
Commander. 

On Tuesday evening, Dec. 15, 1868, the Grand Officers were 
invited to participate in the interesting ceremony of conse- 
crating a beautiful Templar Banner, presented to St. Omer 
Encampment by Sir William Sutton. Deprived by physical in- 
firmities of the pleasure of taking an active part in the services, 
I appointed E. Sir Clement A. Walker a Special Deputy (in the 
absence of Sir Benjamin Dean), who presided in the East and 
conducted the exercises. The occasion was one of great interest, 
and was conducted with solemnity and propriety. The presence 
of ladies added much to the effect. 
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The charge tothe Encampment was happily conceived, of prac- 
tical value, and appropriate. Its peroration seems to me 80 
timely in these days of our signal prosperity, that I subjoin it 
here : — 

‘‘ Knights! as you read the story its emblem tells, learn not to 
forget, I beseech you, the slow wearisome days of our poverty 
and humility, when two knights were fain to ride upon one horse, 
and when all that our beloved Order could promise its most faith- 
fal devotee were bread and water, the poor clothing of the Order, 
and labor and toil anew. 

“From this learn the grand lesson of humility in the midst of 
our wonderful and increasing prosperity. 

‘“ Thus bear this banner — thus given and thus consecrated — 
proadly aloft in the cause of innocent and distressed womanhood, 
of suffering humanity and our holy religion, and may the God of 
the pilgrim warrior lift upon you in fullest measure the glorious 
light of his countenance, and give you peace forevermore.” 

On Wednesday evening, Jan. 6, 1869, with Sir Charles E. 
Powers and others, I visited St. Bernard Encampment, Boston, and 
installed its officers. This Encampment is one of the smallest of 
its age in the jurisdiction, and its work the least in quantity. Its 
policy has been from the commencement to receive but a limited 
number of applications, — and those of the best material, — and 
to exercise particular care that the work shall be thoroughly per- 
formed. Their efforts have been very successfal. 

On Monday, May 31, accompanied by the Most Eminent 
Grand Master of the United States, Sir William Sewall Gardner, 
I visited Boston Encampment, Sir Charles E. Powers, Commander. 
I was attended also by Sir Charles H. McLellan, Grand Com- 
mander of Maine, Past Grand Masters Lewis and Ellison, and 
other distinguished knights. 

The work was on the Order of the Temple, and, it is almost 
wurecessary to say, was accurately and impressively rendered. 
The banquet that followed was of more than ordinary interest, 
from the fact that so many distinguished knights were present, 
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whose remarks and sentiments gave great satisfaction and en- 
couragement. 

This Grand Body, at its last assembly, directed that it should 
be represented by certain of its Grand Officers at the Templar 
festival in Philadelphia, on June 15. Accordingly, on Saturday, 
the 12th, accompanied by the Grand Prelate, Grand Treasurer, 
Grand Recorder, and Senior Grand Warden, under escort of 
Boston Encampment, which had also under escort the Most Emi- 
nent Grand Master of the United States, I left Boston and 
arrived safely at Philadelphia, and participated in the ceremonies 
of the day.: The pageant was a remarkably fine one, and was 
particularly noticeable from the fact that it was the first purely 
Templar display that ever occurred in Pennsylvania. Till this 
time all of the various branches of masonry have acknowledged 
allegiance to the Grand Lodge. 

Boston Encampment, which paraded with full ranks on that 
occasion, and acted as escort to the Grand Master of the United 
States, received conspicuous attention along the route, and did 
great credit to themselves and to this jurisdiction. The visiting 
officers of this Grand Body are under obligations to Boston En- 
campment and its officers for many acts of courtesy. 

Your officers were also the recipients of invitations from the 
Masons of Newburyport and Newburyport Encampment, to at- 
tend their celebration of St. John’s Day, 24th of June. This 
invitation, especially, we would have been pleased to accept ; but 
were unable to do so. We were also obliged to decline courteous 
requests to attend the ‘“‘Camps of Instruction” of the Grand 
Commanderies of Maine, New Hampshire, and Connecticut. 

The executive officers of this body are also under obligations to 
Sir William Butler, of Rhode Island, for an invitation, which 
was accepted, to accompany him on a cruise in his beautiful yacht, 
‘“‘The Haswell.” The cruise covered a period of ten days or 
more, in a pleasant season of the year, which, joined with the 
bountiful hospitalities of our commodore, made the excursion a 
delightful trip for the guests.

On Wednesday, Oct. 18, accompanied by the Grand General- 
issimo and the Senior Grand Warden, I visited Springfield En- 
campment. The exercises were on the Order of Malta, and were 
effectively and correctly given. Every knight present was io 
uniform, and the body presented a fine appearance. This En- 
campment has been very prosperous, judging by the quantity of 
work it has performed the past year; its Commander, Sir Sam- 
uel B. Spooner, and his officers, are animated with the praise- 
worthy desire to make it worthy of its age and standing in the 
jurisdiction. 

On Thursday, Oct. 14, I visited Berkshire Encampment, Pitts- 
field, with the Senior Grand Warden and acting Grand Recorder, 
and witnessed the work on the three Orders. This Encampment 
has lately become the occupant of new apartments, which for ele- 
gance and commodiousness are hardly equalled in the jurisdic- 
tion. The severity of the late storms, which rendered travelling in 
that vicinity inconvenient and often impassable, prevented the pres- 
ence of many of its members and some of its officers, so that its 
meeting was not a fair average attendance. The work was well 
done and carefully rendered. Its Commander is persevering in 
his determination to receive and impart correct work. The insti- 
tution stands well in the community at Pittsfield, and its influence 
is felt outside the Asylum. I also installed the present popular 
Commander, Sir Henry Chickering, who was re-elected Com- 
. Mander for the ensuing year. 

On Tuesday, Oct. 19, aceompanied by the Grand Officers, I 
visited Fall River, Mass., and constituted Godfrey De Bouillon 
Encampment, and installed Sir Robert Henry in the office of 
Grand Commander. The remaining officers were installed by the 
R.E. Deputy Grand Master. This body has been under dispen- 
sation since 1867, and but for untoward circumstances would 
have been constituted before this time. The knights composing 
the body appear to be imbued with the spirit of improvement and 
progress, and give promise of future excellence. 

On Wednesday, Oct. 20, visited Boston Encampment, and, at 
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the request of the Commander, presided at the annnal election 
and installed its officers. Sir William Sayward is the new 
Commander. 

On Monday, Oct. 25, accompanied by the Grand Officers I visited 
Boston Highlands, and constituted Joseph Warren Encampment, 
and, assisted by Sir Charles W. Moore, Acting Deputy Grand 
Master, installed its officers, Sir James C. Tucker beiag the Em- 
inent Commander. This body is composed of excellent smaterial, 
and without doubt will become a prominent Encampment in this 
jurisdiction. 

In accordance with the report of your Committee at the last 
semi-annual assembly, and which you have to-day so unanimoesly 
accepted, thereby conforming to the regulations of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States, the existence of the Grand 
Encampment of Massachusetts and Rhode Island ceases, aud with 
it ends the twenty-third and last of your Grand Masters. 

To-morrow we commence a new life, as a Grand Commandery, 
and the next occupant of this chair will be your Grand Com- 
mander. ‘Titles and names will be changed. The term Encamp- 
ment, as applied to subordinates, will be unrecognized out of the 
jurisdiction, and remembered only by those within it, and that but 
for a short time. A new generation will hardly realize how 
wedded were their predecessors to old names, forms, and titles. 
The less conservative probably look upon the institution simply as 
an element of progress, and recognize only the necessity of keep- . 
ing abreast of the foremost in the feverish race of life. Yet to 
many of us —to many of the older fratree of this Grand Encamp- 
ment — there are many pleasing as well as many mournfal recol- 
lections, which cluster around it and its older subordinates. 

It was commenced in the day of small things; its early career, 
like that of the nine knights who founded the Order, was not 
marked by prosperity or suceess. Their numbers were few, and 
their progress slow and uncertain. When they had, as it were, 
fought valiantly their way, and strength and success began to dawn 
upon them, the evil days came, and the years drew nigh, and dark- 
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ness gathered over them, and over the whole masonic firmament in 
this section of the country. It was the anti-masonic crusade of 
1828, an episode that finds its true level, its place in our history, 
with the days of the Salem witchcraft, and the persecution of the 
Quakers. It ie marvellous to us, after the lapse of little more 
than a generation, that so much malice, hatred, and bigotry could 
have been incarnated in man, in this age of truth and light. But 
it has passed away, and it were charity to let the actors in that 
wretched farce sleep in merited oblivion. They left behind no 
record worthy of copy, no honorable sentiment deserving of 
remembrance or emulation. In fuct, the subject presents but few 
attractions, as giving evidence of honesty or character in intent: 
or action; the reputation of many of its ringleaders offers to 
society no example worthy of imitation or consideration. ‘ While 
there were soundness and sanity in them, they remained at the 
bottom, but they rose as they rotted, and fioated on the surface, 
objects of contempt and detestation.” 

It was not my intention to more than mention this anti-masonic 
excitement, and I will merely add that Boston Encampment and 
St. John’s Encampment, to some extent, shared in the perse- 
cution. There are still members of this Grand Body present and 
acting with us to-day, — and God grant they may be long spared 
us !— who participated in that drama, —one as principal and the 
other as a witness in one of the most important masonic trials on 
record. This was at a time when personal liberty was not so 
secure a8 now, and prominent members of the institution, when 
they went forth in the morning, had serious and frequent forebod- 
ings —so feverish and uncertain was the popular excitement — that 
on some contemptible pretext they might be incarcerated in a 
prison before night. 

Those were days of trial and tribulation, and they lasted many 
years. Members of the masonic fraternity were few and not in- 
creasing; each one knew his brother, and intimately; and as 
sorrow increased, it seemed to bind them closer together. Public 
opinion was the crucible in which they were being tried, and 
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affliction was the mordant that fixed the concrete and fased them 
together in the bond of confidence and brotherly love. 

The number of Lodges in Boston was five, whose combined 
active membership was hardly over one hundred and thirty, — 
two or three struggling Chapters, and but one live Encampment 
in the State ;—s0 it will be seen how endeared must have been 
that brotherhood and companionship, how closely bound and at- 
tached, not only to each other, but to the Lodges, Chapters, and 
Encampments, and not only with them but with their names, 
styles, and titles, and all connected therewith. To be sure, there 
are but few of these veterans left ; but we, many of us, _—« though 
not the rose, have dwelt near it,” —have sat at the feet of Gam- 
aliel, and feel a portion of the sentiment that influences them in 
their love for the things and names of old. 

This is simply a reflex of the views of the parent Grand Body, 
and accounts for the persistence with which we have clung to the 
customs of the past. Our predecessors thought, undoubtedly, 
that the General Grand Body would recede somewhat from its 
position, and return to the examples as shown by Massachusetis 
and Rhode Island, Connecticut, Ohio, and Virginia. Bat, one by 
one, they fell off and joined the more powerful and attractive 
body. We are now alone. Out of more than thirty State Grand 
Bodies, Massachusetts and Rhode Island is left alone. Innova- 
tion, prosperous, is progress; as rebellion, successful, becomes 
patriotism. And so stands it with us to-day; and, viewing the 
situation us Masons and Templars, we yield to the majority, and 
join, heart and hand, with our sisters throughout the Union, feel- 
ing that in maintaining our position we have done no violence to 
our principles ; and, in more fully complying with the regulations 
of the General Grand Body, have yielded no sentiment of dignity 
or self-respect. 

For myself, I heartily subscribe to the report of your committee, 
and rejoice at the unanimity with which it is received. There is 
no sacrifice of right or principle involved. It is not a question 
of principle, but of opinion. 
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In adopting this change, there is one matter in which all must 
agree: that itis desirable, when possible, to modify the intensity 
of many of our titles. Of all the powers of opposition, brought 
against institutions or men, there is none more potent than ridi- 
cule ; and of all the weapons in the armory of ridicule, there are 
none more trenchant than the shafts levelled at our masonic titles ; 
and the unnatural desire to blazon them in the public prints greatly 
intensifies their force. 

The pompous assumption of remote antiquity for our institu- 
tion, the claim of zealous Masons of so many eminent men in 
various ages of the world, — these are weak and venial compared 
with the lofty and bewildering titles in many of the departments 
of Masonry. The propriety of them among ourselves, and within 
the privacy of our meetings, may be questioned; but when 
bruited abroad in the newspapers, especially in this perceptive 
and inquiring age — 

“ Though it may make the unskilful laugh, 
Cannot but make the judicious grieve.” 

The mortification of the modest and retiring at finding them- 
selves thus paraded in the papers would be somewhat assuaged if 
they were published correctly ; but, in a large majority of cases, 
the most glaring blunders are apparent, and the record is simply 
ridiculous. 

This estimate of titles does not apply so forcibly to this as to 
some other branches of Masonry, though I am pleased to find 
that in our amended constitution we are relieved of at least two 
or three extraneous adjectives, and with improvement. The ten- 
dency of our republican institutions is opposed to the glitter and 
tiusel of pompous and inflated titles, and good taste should lead 
us to discard them as far as possible, at least in public. 

While on this theme, I have a word to offer on the use and 
misuse of the prenomen Sir, as a title of honor or respect. The 
dictionaries define it as a title of honor, applied to a person, and 
prefixed to the Christian name, as Sir Thomas Brown, Str Wil- 


liam Temple. It is also used with propriety as a prefix to the 
10 
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general name knight, as Sir Knight. I am aware of no reason, 
however, why it should be addressed to knights collectively, as 
Sir Knights, —except custom, and that only in this institution, 
which has long sanctioned it. But even allowing the propriety of 
Sir Knights (and it would be exceedingly difftcult now to change 
the term), it seems to me highly improper to speak of them in the 
third person, as The Sir Knights were called to order; The Str 
Knights made an imposing appearance. The term Sir Knight, 
or Knights, is an address to a person or persons, in the second 
person. History tells us that the Order of the Temple was 
founded by nine knights, and not nine Sir Knights. . . . The 
assembled knights attacked the city with great bravery, and not 
the assembled Sir Knights, etc. . . . Three knights of the Red 
Cross, and not three Sir Knights, ete. 

These remarks lead me to a kindred subject, that of the acco- 
lade or the creating or dubbing of a knight. The general practice 
has ever been, I believe, to strike the postulant with the sword 
three, and often six, times. I have myself, when called upon to 
perform that duty, and so instructed others, simply struck a slight 
blow on the left shoulder. Such authorities as I have consulted, 
I think, are unanimous on that point, — a slight tap or stroke of 
the sword. As we read in Froiasart, the charge of the king in 
conferring the order of chivalry, ‘‘ Hanc alternam acctpe,” which 
literally construed signifies “‘ receive this blow, but no other.” 
The simplicity of the act commends it to our favor, above the 
more showy but less impressive custom. 

I beg at this time to call your attention to another matter of 
growing importance, which I think worthy of consideration. I 
allude to the subject of public parades and exhibitions of Encamp- 
ments. Until of late years, unless on occasions of marked im- 
portance, parades of Encampments were of rare occurence, and 
attracted much attention ; but to-day public parades, appearance 
in civic processions, visitations, camp duty, — and all in regalia, 
—are not by any means uncommon ; and I would submit whether 
some limit should not be had to these public appearances. I do 
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not offer this suggestion in any captious spirit, or one that would 
lead you to infer that any want of propriety had been observed, 
or that the amenities of the institution had been violated. My 
point is this: Templar Masonry was never inteuded for the public 
gaze ; our costume and our drill, until changed into modern mili- 
tary tactics, are inconsistent with street display ; and this trailing 
our banners in the dust of public processions, carelessly mixed in 
with the various elements that compose such an assemblage, was 
never countenanced by our predecessors. Our names and titles 
have been so generally assumed by other institutions and societies, 
that our distinctive character will soon be lost sight of even in 
the public estimation. 

This day, Sir Knights, ends my official intercourse with this 
Grand Body, having served the conventional term of two years. 
Before closing, and on looking back through that period, I find 
much to be grateful for to the officers and members of this Body ; 
for their kind sympathy during a long and tedious illness, and for 
their charity and forbearance in what has been faulty or suscepti- 
ble of greater merit. To the members of the Council in partic- 
ular are my acknowledgments due for the ready alacrity with 
which they assumed the duties of their chief, and the excellence 
with which they performed them. 

It is a matter of satisfaction that, in retiring from this position, 
I leave the Grand Body in so healthy and flourishing a condition : 
that I am assured of the experience and intelligence of those 
from whom you will select your officers for the coming year, and 
of the harmony and good fellowship that exist between and 
among the subordinate bodies. I bespeak for you a continuance 
of the goodness aud mercy of Almighty God, which have been so 
signally showered upon our institution. May we deserve a con- 
tinuance of those favors; and let us not be content with merely 

accomplishing our duties as working members of this institution, 
but. endeavor to improve our opportunities in emulating the ex- 
amples of our predecessors, — one of whose great characteristics 
was, and one of the avowed objects of our institution is, to culti- 
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vate a high tone and standard of courtesy in our intercourse with 
each other. The chiefest virtue of the knights of old, a virtue 
that underlies the three vows of Chastity, Poverty, and Obedi- 
ence, was self-denial. Let it not be forgotten that the virtue of 
self-denial is the only just and sure foundation of that true 
courtesy which, compromising no integrity, involving no servility, 
will, in its constant exercise, raise a knight to the highest estima- 
tion, not only amongst his companions, but what is of more 
importance, in his own heart. 

Let us follow them in what was great, ennobling, and progres- 
sive, in their generosity of disposition, in their cheerfulness and 
hope in times of sorrow and disaster, and in the abiding faith and 
confidence they reposed in each other. ° 

A late elegant writer has said: ‘“‘The bed of the Nile rises 
with the years, and after each inundation, along the temple walls 
may be traced the lines of its stately flow.” 

And may this be typical of all Masonic Institutions. As the 
years roll op, may our record in time be the evidence of a further 
advancement in virtue and morality, in the practice of the 
Christian graces, in a firmer faith, a stronger hope, a more active 
and enduring charity ! 


On motion of Sir Nicholas Van Slyck the address was 
referred to the following committee: Sir Nicholas Van Slyck, 
Sir D. McBean Thaxter, and Sir Charles H. Titus. 

The following reports of the Right Eminent Deputy 
Grand Master, Right Eminent Grand Generalissimo, and 
Right Eminent Grand Captain-General were submitted, 
together with the report of Sir D. McBean Thaxter, as 
Special Deputy, under orders from the R.E. Deputy Grand - 
Master were read, and on motion of Sir Nicholas Van Slyck 
were ordered to be entered on the record and printed with 
the proceedings. 
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REPORT OF THE DEPUTY GRAND MASTER. 
In Grann ENCAMPMENT, October 29, 1969. 

Most Emment Granp Mastrer,—In my visits to the En- 
campments assigned me there was so much worthy of record, 
which, if the record is delayed was liable to escape the memory, 
that I took the precaution to prepare my report as the visita 
occurred. 

I also took another precaution— when my visits were com- 
pleted at the close of the spring months — to place the report in so 
safe a place that I could not find it again. I have only the 
names of those who accompanied me, on my memorandum book 
wherewith to refresh my memory. 

If, therefore, any Sir Knight discovers that I have herein 
omitted matters worthy of mention, he will know it occurs 
because of a determination that it shall not occur, — from over 
attention, not from inattention. 

On the 24th of March I visited DeMolay Encampment; with 
me were Sir Knights Andrew G. Smith and Edward H. Brainard 
of Saint Omer Encampment, and the following Sir Knights, 
members of the Legislature then in session: John Dean, Emi- 
nent Commander, and Welcome W. Sprague and George L. 
Gibbs, members of Worcester County Encampment; Charles H. 
Merriam of Jerusalem Encampment. The foregoing were mem- 
bers of the House of Representatives. The following Honorable 
Gentlemen and Sir Knights were members of the Senate: John 
._ H. Lockey of Jerusalem Encampment; Joseph G. Ray of 
Woonsocket Encampment; and O. H. P. Smith of Hugh De 
Payens Encampment. 

I found the Encampment under the able management of its 
Eminent Commander, Sir S. J. M. Homer, maintaining the high 
standard for excellence for which it has become historical. The 
work was on the Order of the Red Cross, and the banquet an 
occasion of unusual brilliancy. 

On the 28th of April, in my visit to Hugh De Payens Encamp- 
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ment, I was accompanied by the R.E. William B. Blanding, 
Grand Generalissimo, Eminent N. Van Slyck, Junior Grand 
Warden, Sir William Butler of Calvary Encampment, Sir 
Nathaniel B. Shurtleff of De Molay Encampment, and mayor of 
Boston, the Hon. George O. Brastow of Boston Encampment, 
and the Hon. Joseph G. Ray of Woonsocket Encampment, 
together with Sir Knights Dean, Sprague, and Gibbs of Wor- 
cester County Encampment. The work was on the Order of the 
Red Cross. The banquet was enlivened and enriched, and the 
whole occasion made memorable by the presence of a large num- 
ber of the members of Newburyport Encampment, who returned 
to their homes at a late hour, by a special train, while another 
train brought large numbers of brethren to Boston and the inter- 
mediate stations. The attendance was very large, but the capa- 
cious appartments— which are a monument to the zeal and 
energy of the masonic brethren in that vacinity — were also 
large, and all were well accommodated. 

On the 4th of May, accompanied by the R.E. William B. 
Blanding, Grand Generalissimo, and the Eminent Sir Knights 
N. Van Slyck, Grand Junior Warden, Henry W. Warren, 
Grand Warder, and S. J. M. Homer, Eminent Commander of 
De Molay Encampment, I visited Pilgrim Encampment. The 
Order of the Temple was conferred with the ability and great 
thoroughness for which that Encampment has been so long dis- 
tinguished. We were also entertained at a sumptuous banquet 
provided in honor of your representatives. It was pleasant to 
witness the work of an Encampment once presided over by our 
Past Master William S. Gardner, maintaining, unimpared under 
its present Commander Sir Knight Stott, the enviable position to 
which the Sir Knight had assisted in raising it. 

On the succeeding evening my public duties were such that I 
could not personally visit Palestine Encampment. Notice of the 
visit having been given, I was unwilling to put the Sir Knights 
to the trouble and disappointment of a second preparation. I 
accordingly specially deputed the Eminent Commander of Saint 
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Omer Encampment, Sir Duncan McB. Thaxter, to make the 
visit. J herewith submit his report. 

On the 19th of May I found myself similarly situated, and for 
the like reasons I gave a special deputation to the Commander 
of Worcester County Encampment, the Eminent Sir John Dean, 
to visit Bethany Encampment, at Lawrence. 

He made a report complimentary to that respectable body of 
Templars, which was laid aside with my own report, and which I 
cannot now lay before you, but which if found, will appear in the 
printed proceedings. 

On the 20th of May, I accompanied Saint Omer Encampment 

«to Salem, to attend a complimentary parade in honor of the 
Eminent Sir William Sutton, and in recognition of his knightly 
courtesy and generosity in presenting to Saint Omer Encampment 
a@ magnificent banner. The day was fine. Saint Omer and 
Winslow Lewis Encampments paraded with from sixty to seventy 
men each, and were reviewed by Sir Knight Sutton. The 
occasion closed with a banquet, which ended in increasing the 
harmony and good fellowship which had existed during the 
day. ; 

I engaged with Sir Knight Pike to visit Newburyport on the 
24th of June, to attend the Masonic Celebration there. The 
Legislature, however, was in the turmoil preceding its dissolu- 
tion, and I found myself so engaged in pending matters, that I 
could not leave. I can only assure the Sir Knights of Newbury- 
port that no private consideration could have caused me to forfeit 
my pledge to Newburyport Encampment.

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REPORT OF THE GRAND GENERALISSIMO. ; 
To the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 
I have the honor to submit the following report of my official 
acts during the past year : — 


On Tuesday, Dec. 1, 1868, I visited Calvary Encampment, 
presided during the election, and installed the officers, assisted by 
the Grand Junior Warden, Sir N. Van Slyck, and the Grand 
Warder, Sir H. W. Warren. 

Wednesday, Jan. 27, 1869, I visited Woonsocket Encampment 
at their request, and installed the officers, assisted by the Grand 
Junior Warden. | 

Wednesday, March 9, made an official visit to Woonsocket 
Encampment, accompanied by the Grand Junior Warden, and 
M.E. Sir A. Crawford Greene, Grand Commander of St. John’s 
Encampment. The Order of the Red Cross was well conferred, 
it being the first work under the new beard of officers. The 
Encampment under the command of Sir S. W. Razee is in a 
flourishing condition, occupying a new hall, elegantly furnished. 
Resolutions were presented from the masonic bodies of Jersey 
City, thanking the Encampment for kind offices paid to a Sir 
Knight from that jurisdiction, who died in Woonsocket, and was 
buried by the Encampment. A fine banquet at Ballou’s Hotel, 
which all present enjoyed, closed the evening’s labor. 

April 28, accompanied the Deputy Grand Master in his visit 
to Hugh De Payens Encampment. 

May 4, accompanied the Grand Officers in a visit to Pilgrim 
Encampment. 

May 14, visited Newburyport Encampment. The work on 
the Order of the Red Cross was well rendered, and this old En- 
campment showed the vigor of youth. I had the pleasure of 
meeting there the Commander of Nevada City Commandery. 

May 17, visited Milford Encampment with M.E. Sir S. J. M. 
Homer, of De Molay Encampment, M.E. Sir John Dean, of 
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Worcester County Encampment, E. Sir H. W. Warren, Grand 
Warder, and Sir D. W. Reeves, of Calvary Encampment. The 
work on the Order of the Red Cross was conferred in a creditable 
manner ; the Encampment is well officered and prosperous. A 
banquet as usual followed. 

Saint John’s day, June 24th, accompanied Saint John’s and 
Calvary Encampments to Newport, where we found Holy Sep- 
ulchre Encampment of Pawtucket. We were received by Wash- 
ington Encampment of Newport. A parade, services, and oration 
at the Second Baptist Church, a review in the Park, and dinner 
at the Atlantic House closed the very pleasant exercises of the day. 

Washington Eucampment is entitled to great credit for the part 
taken by them, it being their first public appearance for many 
years, they having procured new costumes for the occasion, show- 
ing a revival of interest ia our institution in that ancient city. 

Friday, October 8, by request of the Deputy Grand Master, 
I visited Holy Sepulchre Encampment, accompanied by E. Sir 
L. L. Webster of Calvary Encampment. The work on the 
Order of the Temple was well done, it being the first work by 
the present officers. The Encampment is flourishing and well 
officered. 

Monday, October 11, accompanied Saint John’s and Calvary 
Encampments, escorting the Grand Lodge of Rhode Island to 
Westerly, on the occasion of the dedication of a Masonic Hall in 
that place. The Sir Knights were out with full ranks, making a 
fine display, the first of the kind in that section of the State. 

Tuesday, October 12, at the request of the Grand Master, I 
visited Washington Encampment, Newport, with E. Sir L. L. 
Webster, and am very happy to report that I find this Encamp- 
ment very much improved over former years. The work on the 
Order of the Temple was well exemplified, and the officers and 
Sir Knights take an interest in the Order that I have not wit- 
nessed before in Washington Encampment. A number have been 
knighted the past year, and although they have been at a heavy 
expense, yet the condition of the body makes it a good invest-

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ment. The usual knightly hospitality of Newport was expe- 
rienced at the banquet which followed. 

Tuesday, October 19, by request of the Grand Captain- 
General, I visited Saint John’s Encampment, with the Grand 
Junior Warden. The Order of the Temple was conferred on five 
candidates in a correct and impressive manner, and this, the 
oldest Encampment in our jurisdiction, was never in a more 
prosperous condition than at present. 

I much regret that owing to a pressure of business this fall, I 
have been unable to visit Old Colony, Sutton, and St. Omer En- 
campments, which were also assigned me by the Grand Master.

REPORT OF THE GRAND CAPTAIN GENERAL. 
To the Grand Encampment of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 

I have the honor to submit the following as a report of my 
official doings for the past year : — 

On the third day of June last, I visited Worcester County En- 
campment. My visit was fortunately timed, as it occurred upon 
the occasion of the reunion of the Members of Jerusalem Ep- 
campment of Fitchburg, and of Milford Commandery of Milford, 
with that of Worcester County Encampment, their parent body. 
The occasion was one of great interest, and the public display 
was equal (save in point of numbers) to any it has been my for- 
tune to witness in the jurisdiction. There were in line of Wor- 
cester County Encampment, sixty-four men; of Jerusalem En- 
campment, forty-six men; and of Milford Commandery, eighty- 
two men ; beside a number of venerable companions in carriages. 
The marching and appearance of all the bodies were especially 
commendable and received the frequent plaudits of the spectators 
as they passed through the streets on their line of march. A 
generous banquet was provided for the visiting companions, at the 
Bay State House, and a season of rational, social enjoyment was 
had that will be long remembered by those who shared in it, and 
cannot have failed to be productive of increased good feelings 
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and stronger fraternal relations between all the participants. 

The discipline and drill of Worcester County Encampment has 

improved very much during the past year, as indeed is the case, 

so far as my observation and information entitle me to judge, 

with all the Encampments throughout the jurisdiction. The pro- 

ficiency in drill in this Encampment is largely due the efforts of 
Sir Robert H. Chamberlain, Senior Warden, an experienced 

soldier and a zealous and efficient officer. In the evening I had 

the pleasure of inspecting the style of work of this Encampment 

in conferring the Order of the Red Cross, and was very much 

gratified with the conscientious fidelity, impressiveness, and grace 

with which the ceremonies were conducted by Eminent Comman- 

der Sir John Dean, and his associate officers. The prediction I 

had the honor to make in my last report, with regard to the 

Encampment, is being fully verified. The whole Encampment 

seems to be pervaded with a zeal and enthusiasm that, ‘‘ carried’ 
out in works,” cannot fail to make this one of the best Encamp- 

ments in the jurisdiction. 

On the 13th of October current, I had the honor to accompany 
the M.E. Grand Master as part of his suite in his visitation to 
Springfield Encampment. 

On the 21st of October current, I visited Fitchburg En- * 
campment, and was received with all the courtesy and atten- 
tion due to your representative. My visit was unfortunately 
timed in that it occurred before the recently elected officers had 
had an opportunity to organize for work, and consequently I had 
not the pleasure of witnessing their work ; but upon inspection of 
the records and inquiry, I find, -and am glad to report, that the 
Encampment is in a very prosperous condition, is well officered, 
and has in it such elements as will continue to make it a body 
highly creditable to the institution. It includes among its mem- 
bers some of the most influential citizens of Fitchburg, has a 
wide jurisdiction, and has exercised commendable prudence in 
the admission of members, and undoubtedly will be, as soon as 
the new officers shall have become ready for work, in excellent 
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working order. I however suggest, in this connection, that m 
my judgement, every officer of an Encampment should be pre- 
pared to enter upon the work belonging to his position immediately 
after his installation; every inferior should be prepared at any 
time to take the place of his superior, and every member who 
takes office should be ready for its duties, so that no delay may 
be suffered in the progress of the work. It would be well, 
indeed, that every private member should take such interest in 
the work as to so inform himself that he may be prepared to 
fill any place in the Encampment to which he may be called. 
This would not be difficult, and would certainly add much to the 
enjoyment of each in the ceremonies, and conduce very greatly 
to the efficiency of the Encampments. These suggestions are not 
intended as invidious criticism upon the officers of Jerusalem 
Encampment, and I am aware that there ia generally, almost 
universally, same delay in the work after the installation of new 
officers in most of the Encampments ; but the theory is that all the 
officers are thoroughly prepared for their duties upon installation, 
and such, in my judgement, should be the fact. 

On the 26th of October I visited the Connecticut Valley En- 
campment, at Greenfield. This Encampment while one of the 
youngest is one of the best in the jurisdiction. It is exceedingly 
well officered, commanded by E. Sir Wendell T. Davis, 
whose long and zealous services to masonry are well known, 
assisted by a corps of officers, all of whom are inspired by that 
zeal and love for the work in which they are engaged, that always 
brings success. The Order of the Red Cross was conferred with. 
great correctness and impressiveness, and the season of sociality 
following the work was marked with a spirit of knightly courtesy 
and true cordial fraternal feeling among all the members, that told 
to your representative that the purposes for which this Encamp- 
ment was formed, and the true purpose of the formation of all 
masonic bodies was being faithfully carried out. This Encamp- 
ment is also prosperous financially, has worked faithfully, and 
abundantly justified the grant of its charter. 
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I was prevented from visiting St. John’s Encampment, in 
Providence (assigned to me), by the flood that impeded travel 
at the time I had fixed for my visitation, and subsequently by an 
unlooked for pressure of imperative official engagements, that -I 
could not forego. I deeply regret this circumstance, for I had 
promised myself much gratification in a visit to the oldest En- 
campment in the jurisdiction. 

Finding that I could not, in the multiplicity of my engagements, 
make other than the visitations above mentioned, I reported the 
fact to the M.E. Grand Master, who kindly consented to supply 
my place in the visitation of Saint Bernard and Winslow Lewis 
Encampments, and delegated to E. Sir Charles A. Stott the visit 
to Haverhill Encampment, originally assigned to me; but I am 
informed that circumstances prevented a visitation of the latter 
Encampment. I deeply regret that I have been prevented from 
fully performing all the duties assigned to me, for I have been thus 
deprived of much enjoyment. I can only say that circumstances 
beyond my control have prevented me from meeting some of the 
requirements of my position. 

In conclusion I am happy to again report, that so far as my 
observation has extended, continued and increasing prosperity 


attends our Order.

Constitution of the Grand Commandery 


OF 


KNIGHTS TEMPLARS AND APPENDANT ORDERS 


OF MASSACHUSETTS AND RHODE ISLAND. 


ARTICLE I.—GRAND COMMANDERY. 


STYLE AND TITLE. 
Section 1.—The style and title of this Body is ‘The 
Grand Commandery of Knights Templars and the Append- 
ant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode Island.” 


JURISDICTION. 
Secr. 2.—Its jurisdiction extends over the territorial 
limits of Massachusetts and Rhode Island. 


Stee POWERS. 

Srcr. 3.—In it alone is vested the right and duty, which 
it cannot delegate, to superintend and govern all Congmand- | 
eries of Knights Templars and the Appendant Orders 
within this jurisdiction. 


178 CONSTITUTION OF THE GRAND COMMANDERY. 


It has exclusive power to grant Dispensations and Warrants 
for forming and opening Commanderies of the above Orders, 
and to extend or revoke the same. 

It enacts statutes and issues edicts, and amends and repeals 
the same. 

‘It censures, suspends, and erases Councils and Command- 
eries, and holds any of their members amenable for any vio- 
lation or neglect of its statutes and edicts. 

It has supreme authority, throughout this jurisdiction, in 
all matters pertaining to Templar Masonry, subject only to 
the ancient landmarks of the Order, and the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States. 


MEMBERS. 

Sect. 4. — It shall consist of a Grand Commander, Dep- 
uty Grand Commander, Grand Generalissimo, Grand Cap- 
tain-General, Grand Prelate, Senior Grand Warden, Junior 
Grand Warden, Grand Treasurer, Grand Recorder, Grand 
Sword-Bearer, Grand Standard-Bearer, Grand Warder, 
Grand Captain of the Guards, Grand Sentinel, — ex-officiis ; 
of all Past Grand Commanders, and Grand Masters, Past 
Deputy Grand Commanders, and Deputy Grand Masters, 
. Past Grand Generalissimos, and Past Grand Captains-General 
of this Body ; of the Commanders, Generalissimos, and Cap- 
tains-General, for the time being, of all subordinate Com- 
manderies under this jurisdiction ; and of all Past Command- 
ers of such subordinates, so long as they are members of 
Commegnderies, under this jurisdiction, in good standing. 

The above-named Present and Past Officers (the Grand 
Sentinel excepted), and Representatives and Past Com- 
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manders of subordinate Commanderies, are the only voters 
in this Grand Commandery. 

A permanent member has but one vote in his own right as 
such, and but two in any case. 


ATTENDANCE AND PROXIES. 


Secr. 5.— Each of the officers named in the preceding 
section, save and except Past Commanders and the Grand 
Sentinel, being unable to attend the Assemblies in person, 
shall have the power to appoint a proxy, who shall be en- 
titled to all the rights and privileges of his constituent, 
except that of taking his rank in Grand Commandery. 

Such proxy must,-at the time of his service, be a 
member of the same subordinate Commandery as his 
principal, and a Templar of not less than three years’ 
standing, and must present a properly authenticated certifi- 
cate of his appointment. 


OFFICERS, ELECTION, AND TITLES. 


Sect. 6.— The first nine officers shall be chosen by 
written ballot; the others, by appointment of the Grand 
Commander. 

No Knight is eligible to any office in this Grand Com- 
mandery, unless he be a member of some subordinate 
Commandery, and a Templar of not less than three years’ 
standing. 

The officers thus chosen shall serve until their successors 
have been installed. The title of the Grand Commander 


is“ Ricnt Eminent”; that of Deputy Grand Commander, 
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“Very EMINENT”; of the other Grand Officers, * Exa- 
NENT.” 


ASSEMBLIES. 

Sect. 7.— This Grand Commandery shall assemble in 
October and May of each year, at such time and place as 
the presiding officer shall appoint, —in October, for the 
election of officers and the transaction of the annual busi- 
ness; and in May, for the exemplification of the work and 
ritual, the transaction of such especial business as shall 
be presented, and the consideration of such matters as 
pertain to the general good of the Order. 

Special Assemblies may be held at the pleasure of the 
presiding officer; but no business shall be transacted at a 
Special Meeting save that which was specified in the original 
notice. 


PREROGATIVES AND DUTIES OF OFFICERS. 


Secr. 8.— The Grand Commander shall have a watchful 
supervision over all the subordinate Commanderies, and see 
that all the constitutional enactments, rules, and edicts of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, and of this Grand 
Commandery, are duly and promptly obeyed. . 

The Grand Commander and Deputy Grand Com- 
mander, at their pleasure, visit and preside in any subor- 
dinate Commandery, and give such instruction and direction 
in the work and ritual as the good of the Order may 
require ; always conforming to the ancient landmarks and this 
Grand Constitution. The Deputy Grand Commander, in the 
event of the death, removal or physical incompetency of his 
superior, shall act as the Grand Commander. 
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It is the duty of the Grand Commander, in person or by 
one of his Council, to visit and examine every subordinate 
Commandery under Dispensation once in three months, and 
every chartered Commandery annually, and cause a report 
of the same to be made at the Annual Assembly of this 
Grand Commandery. . 

It is the duty of the Grand Treasurer to report to the 
Grand Commander or presiding officer, whenever and as often 
as there shall be a surplus of one hundred dollars in the trea- 
sury, not subject to any appropriation already made; and to 
invest the same by and with the advice of the first two 
officers. 

It is the duty of the Grand Recorder, annually, to com- 
municate to the Grand Recorders of all State Grand Com- 
manderies, and to the Grand Recorder of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States of America, a list of 
all the Grand Officers of this Grand Commandery, and all 
such other matters as the Right Eminent Grand Commander 
shall deem to be for the general good of the Order, or useful 
for their information. 

The other duties of the above officers, and the duties of 
the other officers, are such as are traditionally appropriate to 
their offices, and such as may be required of them by this 
Grand Commandery and the Grand Commander. : 


NEW COMMANDERIES. 

Secr. 9.— Dispensations for forming and opening new 
Commanderies, upon the petition of not less than nine 
Knights Templars residing within the jurisdiction, may be 
issued by the Grand Commander during recess of the 
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Grand Commandery only, — Dispensations so issued to be 
of force only until the succeeding stated Assembly of this 
Body, unless continued by vote thereof; provided, how- 
ever, that no Dispensation shall be issued without the 
consent of the Commandery nearest to the place where the 
new one is to be located; and, if in that town or city 
there is more than one, the consent of all shall be ob- 
tained. 

Charters shall be granted by vote of the Grand Com- 
mandery alone, and at a Stated Assembly. 

A Commandery formed within this jurisdiction, without a 
Dispensation or Charter, as above provided, shall be deemed 
illegal ; and all communication between Commanderies under 
this jurisdiction, and the members of such illegal ones, is 
hereby strictly forbidden. 


FEES FOR DISPENSATIONS AND CHARTERS. 

Secr. 10. — The fees for a Dispensation are forty dollars 
to the Grand Commandery, and three dollars to the Grand 
Recorder; and, for a Charter, sixty dollars to the Grand 
Commandery, and seven dollars to the Grand Recorder ; 
and, for a Charter without a previous Dispensation, one 
hundred dollars to the Grand Commandery, and ten dollars 
to the Grand Recorder. In no case shall a Dispensation or 
Charter be issued, until the required fees shall have been 
paid to the Grand Treasurer. 


GRAND FUND. 


Secr. 11. — One tenth of the unincumbered funds of this 
Body, at its Annual Assembly in October, 1859, and one 
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tenth of its present and future income, shall be set apart, and 
shall form a “Grand Fund.” ; the interest only of which shall 
be expended, for charitable and other purposes, at the discre- 
tion of this Grand Body: provided, however, that no por- 
tion of the interest shall be expended for any purpose 
whatever, until the principal shall amount to five thousand 
dollars. The unexpended income of the fund, and all do- 
nations to the same, shall be annually added to the principal. 
Until this fund shall amount to five thousand dollars, it shall 
not be in knightly faith to diminish the rate of increase as 
provided above. 

The Grand Commander, Grand Treasurer, and Grand 
Recorder, shall be a Committee, to: be styled “The Grand 
Fund Committee,” whose duty it shall be to attend to the safe 
and profitable investment of this fund. They shall also 
make a detailed report, in writing, of its condition at each 
and every Annual Assembly in October. A failure so to do 
shall render them ineligible to re-election for the ensuing 
year. 
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ARTICLE II. —SUBORDINATE COMMANDERIES. 


MEMBERS. 

Section 1.— Every subordinate Commandery shall con- 
sist of a Commander, Generalissimo, Captain-General, 
Prelate, Senior Warden, Junior Warden, Treasurer, Recor- 
der, Sword-Bearer, Standard-Bearer, and Warder, and such 


other officers and members as may be found convenient. 


ASSEMBLIES. 


Secr. 2.— Every subordinate Commandery shall assem- . 
ble at least quarterly for improvement. and business. 


JURISDICTION. 

Sect. 3.— Every subordinate Commandery shall have 
exclusive jurisdiction in receiving applications for, and con- 
ferring the Orders of Knighthood over, all territory lying 
nearer the usual travelled routes to its place of meeting than 
to that of any other Commandery; provided, that any 
Commandery may waive this jurisdiction in favor of any 
person desirous to apply to any other Commandery. 


OFFICERS : ELECTION AND DUTIES. 

Sect. 4.— The first eight officers shall be elected by 
written ballot: the others may be appointed by the Com- 
mander at the pleasure of the Commandery. The officers 
thus chosen shall serve until their successors shall have been 
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installed. The title of the Commander is “ Eminent.” The 
Commander of a subordinate Commandery has it in special 
charge to see that the By-Laws of his Commandery and this 
‘Grand Constitution are duly observed ; that accurate records 
are kept, and just accounts rendered ; that regular returns to 
this Grand Commandery are made annually; and that the 
annual dues are promptly paid. He calls special Assemblies 
of his Commandery at pleasure; and it is his duty, with his 
Generalissimo and Cyuptain-General, to attend all Assemblies 
of this Grand Commandery. 

The duties of the other officers are such as are traditionally 
appropriate, and such as may be assigned them by the Com- 
mandery or the Commander. _ 


OBLIGATION. 


Secr. 5. — The officers of every subordinate Command- 
ery befure installation, and every candidate upon admission, 
» do 
promise and vow that I will support and maintain the Con- 


shall take the following obligation, viz.: “I,, 


stitution of the Grand Commandery of Knights Templars 
and the Appendant Orders of Massachusetts and Rhode ~ 
Island, and the Constitution of the Grand Encampment of 
the United States of America.” 


ANNUAL RETURNS. 


Sect. 6.— Every subordinate Commandery shall make a 
return to the Grand Recorder of this Grand Commandery, 
on or before the tenth day of October, annually, of the roll 
of its officers and members, of all candidates for the Orders, 
accepted or rejected; and shall pay to this Grand Com- 
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mandery five dollars for every Knight created, and an annual 
fee of three dollars. 


ORDERS, FEES, AND RULE OF 8UCCESSION. 

Secr. 7. —No subordinate Commandery shall confer the 
Orders of Knighthood for a less sum than thirty dollars, nor 
on any person who shall not have regularly received the 
several degrees of E.A., F.C., M.M., M.M.M., P.M., M. 
E.M., and R.A.M.; and no candidate for the Orders shall 
be balloted for, unless he shall have stood proposed at least 
fourteen days, unless a Dispensation therefor shall be ob- 
tained from the R.E. Grand Commander. The Orders ehall 
be conferred in the following succession, viz.:—1. KNicHt 
or THE Rep Cross; 2. Kxicur Tempnar; 3. Knicurt oF 
MaLtTa. 

SOJOURNERS. 


Secr. 8. — It is not regular for a subordinate Command- 
ery to confer the Orders of Knighthood upon any sojourner 
from any State or place in which there is a Commandery 
regularly established, except by consent of the Commandery 
having jurisdiction. Any Commandery which violates this 
regulation shall be subject to knightly discipline, and be re- 
quired to pay, on demand, to the Commandery having juris- 
diction, the amount of fees received. 

Any Commandery may, however, take cognizance of the 
conduct of sojourning Knights. 

QUESTIONS. 

Sect. 9. — In every Assembly of Knights, all questions, 

except of the admission of candidates and members, and of 
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matters specially reserved by the By-Laws, shall be decided 
by a majority vote, — the presiding officer, if a member, be- 
ing entitled to one vote, and, in case of a tie,-to the casting 
vote. 


OOSTUME. 


Sect. 10.— The costume of this Grand Commandery and 
its subordinates is such as is, from time to time, approved 
by this Grand Body. 


OPENING AND CLOSING, 


Secr. 11. —All Councils and Commanderies should be 
opened and closed in due and ancient form ; and Command- 
eries with devotion. 


AMENDMENTS. 

Secr. 12. — This Grand Constitution may be altered or 
amended by vote of two-thirds of the members present at 
any Annual Assembly in October. ; 
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CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE FIRST. 
OF THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF THE UNITED STATES. 


Secrion I. — How Constiturep. 

The Grand Encampment of Knights Templars of the 
United States is constituted as follows : — 

The Grand Master, Deputy Grand Master, Grand Gen- 
eralissimo, Grand Captain-General, Grand Prelate, Grand 
Senior Warden, Grand Junior Warden, Grand Treasurer, 
Grand Recorder, Grand Standard-Bearer, Grand Sword- 
Bearer, Grand Warder, Grand Captain of the Guard; like- 
wise, all Past Grand Masters, all Past Deputy Grand Mas- 
ters, all Past Grand Generalissimos, and all Past Grand 
Captains-General of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States; likewise, all Grand Commanders, all Past Grand 
Commanders, all Deputy Grand Commanders, all Grand 
Generalissimos, and all Grand Captains-General of each 
State Grand Commandery that acknowledges the jurisdic- 
tion of the United States Grand Encampment. Each of the 
individuals above enumerated shall be entitled, when present, 
to one vote in all the proceedings of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States ; likewise, the first three officers of each 
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Commandery that holds its Charter immediately from the 
Grand Encampment of the United States. 

These, or as many of them as may be present at any 
meeting of the Grand Encampment of the United States, 
shall be entitled collectively to one vote. 

All officers of the late General Grand Encampment shall 
rank and have all the privileges of members of equal rank 
as provided for herein. 

No person shall be eligible to any office in the Grand 
Encampment of the United States, unless he shall be at the 
time a member of some subordinate Commandery under the 
general or immediate jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States. 


Section II.— Proxies. 

The first fuur officers named in Section I. of this Article ; 
likewise, the first four officers of all State Grand Command- 
eries; likewise, the first three officers of all subordinate 
chartered Commanderies held under the immediate jurisdic- 
tion of the Grand Encampment of the United States, may 
appear and vote by proxy; said proxies being at the time of 
service members of subordinate Commanderies, and pro- 
ducing a properly authenticated certificate of their appoint- 
ment. 

Section If. — Trrues. 

The title of the Grand Master of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States is Most Eminent Grand Master of 
Knights Templars; that of the Deputy Grand Master, 
Right Eminent; of the remaining officers of the Grand 
Encampment, Very E’minent. 
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Section IV: — MEETINGS. 


The Stated Meetings of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States shall occur triennially, at such time and place 
as may have been previously designated by the Standing 
Committee (see Art. IV. Sec. 4, Rule 5), and approved by 
the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

Special Meetings may be called by the Most Eminent 
Grand Master at his discretion; and it shall be his duty, 
upon the requisition of the majority of the State Grand 
Commanderies, to him directed in writing, to call Special 
Meetings of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

The Grand Officers shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors shall be duly elected and installed. 

At the Stated Meetings of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States, there shall be reviewed and considered all the 
official reports of its officers, and of the State Grand and 
subordinate Commanderies for the preceding three years ; 
they shall proceed to elect by ballot the several officers of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, save and except 
the Prelate and Captain of the Guard, who shall be ap- 
pointed by the Grand Master at the opening of the Triennial 
Sessions (see Art. I. Sec. 5); to adopt such rules and 
edicts as may be necessary for the good of the Order; to 
examine the accounts of the Grand Secretary and Grand 
Recorder ; to supervise the state and condition of the 
finances, and adopt such measures in relation thereto as 
may be necessary to increase, secure, and preserve the same, 
and also to insure the utmost punctuality on the part of every 
accounting officer, in the safe keeping and paying over the 
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funds and property of the Grand Encampment; to grant or 
withhold Warrants, Dispensations, and Charters for all new 
State or subordinate Commanderies (see Art. II. Sec. 1, 
and Art. III. Sec. 1) ; for good cause to revoke pre-existing 
Warrants, Charters, or Dispensations ; to assign the limits of 
the State Grand Commanderies, and settle all controversies 
that may arise between them; and finally, to consider and 
do all matters and things appertaining to the good, well- 
being, and perpetuation of the principles of Templar Ma- 
sonry. 

No business shall be transacted at the called meetings save 
that which was specified in the original summons. 

At every meeting, all questions shall be determined by a 
majority of votes, the presiding officer being entitled to one 
vote. In case the votes are equally divided, he has the cast- 
ing vote. This Grand Encampment being a legislative body, 
acknowledging no superior, admits an appeal to be taken by 
any member from the decision of the chair, on any question 
under consideration therein ; provided, however, that such 
appeal shall not be maintained unless two-thirds of all the 
members present shall vote therefor. That right is adopted 
for this Grand Encampment alone, and is not to be con- 
strued as establishing a precedent for the guidance of any 
other Masonic Body. 


Srcrion V.— DurTizs oF THE OFFICERS. 


1. THe Grand Master.— It is the prerogative and 
duty of the Grand Master generally to exercise, as occasion 
may require, all the rights appertaining to his high office, in 
accordance with the usages of Templar Masonry. And, as a 
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part thereof, he shall have a watchful supervision over all the 
Commanderies, State and subordinate, in the United States, 
and see that all the constitutional enactments, rules, and 
edicts of the Grand Eneampment are duly and promptly ob- 
served, and that the dress, work, and discipline of Templar 
Masonry everywhere are uniform. 

Among his special duties and prerogatives are the follow- 
ing : — 

To appoint the Prelate and Captain of the Guard, at the 
Triennial Meetings of the Grand Encampment. (See Art. 
_ I. Sec. 4.) 

To call Special Meetings of the Grand Encampment of 
the United States. (See Art. I. Sec. 4.) 

To visit and preside at any Commandery, Grand or subor- 
dinate, in the United States, and give such instructions and 
directions as the good of the Institution may require, always 
adhering to the ancient landmarks. 

To cause to be executed, and securely to preserve or keep, 
the official bonds and securities of the Grand Treasurer and 
Grand Recorder. (See Art. IV. Sec. 3.) 

To grant Letters of Dispensation during the recess of the 
Grand Encampment, for the institution of new Command- 
eries (see Art. III. Sec. 1), such Dispensations to be in 
force no longer than the next Triennial Meeting of that Body, 
and promptly to notify the Grand Recorder of the issuing of 
said Letters of Dispensation. 

To approve and grant Warrants during the recess of the 
Grand Encampment, for the institution of State Grand Com- 
manderies in States, Districts, or Territories where the same 
have not been heretofore established. (See Art. II.-Sec. 1.) 
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To manage and control the contingent fund. (See Art. 
IV. Sec. 1.) 

2. Tue Deputy Granp Master. — The Deputy Grand 
Master, in the event of the death, removal, or physical in- 
competency of his superior, shall act as the Grand Master. 
At all other -times he shall perform such duties as may 
be assigned him by the Grand Encampment or the Grand 
Master. 

3. THE Grand GENERALISSIMO AND GRAND CaPTAIN- 
GENERAL. — In the absence of their respective superiors, 
the Grand Generalissimo and Grand Captain-General shall 
severally act as Grand Master, in order, according to rank. 
At all other times they shall perform such duties as may be 
assigned them by the Grand Encampment, or such as are 
traditionally appropriate to their respective stations. 

4. THe Granp TREASURER. — The Grand Treasurer, 
unless otherwise directed by the Grand Encampment, shall 
invest, from time to time, all such moneys as may come to 
his hands, belonging to the Grand Encampment, over and 
above the sum of three hundred dollars, in such way as he 
may judge most to the interest of the Grand Encampment, 
but subject to call on thirty days’ notice. And the same shall 
be at his command on the first day of September preceding 
the Triennial Meeting of the Grand Encampment. He shall 
render to the Grand Encampment, at its Triennial Meet- 
ings, a true and perfect account of his doings in this respect, 
together with an account of all moncys received, the earnings 
thereon accrued from investments, and the amounts disbursed 
by him during the vacation; likewise a copy of the same to 
the Grand Master, by the first day of September preceding 
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the Triennial Meeting, to the end that the Grand Master may 
make such suggestions on account thereof as he may deem 
necessary. 

He shall pay all drafts drawn upon the contingent fund by 
the Grand Master. (See Art. IV, Sec. 1.) 

He shall carefully preserve, and render from time to time, 
as ordered, an inventory of all property belonging to the 
Grand Encampment intrusted to his keeping. 

5. THE Granp RecorpEr. — The Grand Recorder shall 
collect and receive all the revenues of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, and pay over the amount to the Grand Treasurer 
whenever it reaches the sum of one hundred dollars. He 
shall render annually to the Grand Master and to the Grand 
Treasurer copies of his accounts of all moneys received and 
expended by him— naming the sources from which they 
were received — bringing up said accounts to the first day of 
September; likewise to the Grand Encampment, triennially, 
a general account of the same. He shall forward to each 
newly constituted Commandery, immediately upon receiving 
official notice that a Dispensation has issued, a copy of this 
Constitution, together with whatever rules and edicts are in 
force. 

He shall report to the Grand Encampment, on the second 
day of each Triennial Meeting, the names of those Command- 
eries working under the immediate jurisdiction of the Grand 
Encampment, which have not complied with the requisition 
(See Art. III. Sec. 4) to furnish him with its full triennial, 
historical, and financial returns for the use of the Grand 
Encampment. 

He shall report annually, on the first day of September, 
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to the Grand Master, the names of those Commanderies, 
working under the immediate jurisdiction of the Grand En- 
campment, which have not complied with the requisition 
(see Art. III. Sec. 4) to furnish him with its full annual, 
historical, and financial returns for the use of the Grand 
Master. 

He shall open and keep a “ Book of Templar Masonry,” 
in which shall be entered, in appropriate columns, the follow- 
ing subjects : — 


A.—A Register of Commanderies, to contain, — 


1. The date of issuing of every Warrant, Dispensation, 
and Charter for a Grand or subordinate Commandery, 
granted by authority of the Grand Encampment since its 
origin. 

2. The roll of officers of the Grand Conclave of the Royal, 
Exalted, Religious, and Military Order of Masonic Knights 
Templars in England and Wales, together with the roll of 
Encampments, officers, and members of the Provincial Grand 
Conclave of Canada. 


B.—A Register of Membership, to contain, — 


1. The roll of officers of the Grand Encampment, with 
their terms of service, &., &c., since the origin of the same. 
2. The roll of officers and members of each Grand and 
subordinate Commandery, now working under the jurisdic- 
tion of the Grand Encampment, with all the current changes 
resulting from removals, dismissions, suspensions, expulsions, 


and deaths. 
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C. — Historical Data, tending to lighten up the history 
of Templar Masonry in the United States. 

Likewise, to collect and in orderly volumes bind a copy 
of all the Proceedings of the Grand Encampment since its 
organization ; together with copies of By-Laws, impressions 
of seals, Proceedings of State Grand Commanderies, &c., 
&c., and to make a triennial report of his official acts. 

6. THe Remamine Orricers. — The duties of the re- 
maining officers of the Grand Encampment are such as are 
traditionally appropriate to their respective stations, or such 
as may be assigned them by the Grand Encampment. | 

The Grand Master, the Deputy Grand Master, the Grand 
Generalissimo, and the Grand Captain-General are severally 
authorized to visit and preside in any Commandery of Knights . 
Templars throughout the jurisdiction of the Grand Encamp- 
ment, and to give such instructions and directions as the 
good of the Institution may require, always adhering to the 
ancient landmarks. : 

Tn the event of the absence of all the four principal officers 
of the Grand Encampment, the Past Grand Officers, accord- 
ing to rank and seniority of service, shall be empowered to 
preside. 

The Grand Treasurer and the Grand Recorder shall sever- 
ally give bond and security, in such form and to such an 
amount, but not Jess than donble the estimated triennial 
receipts by either, as shall from time to time be determined 
by the Grand Master, who shall judge and approve the suffi- 
ciency of such bonds and securities, and who shall keep and 
preserve the some. 

Any Grand Officers—save as above excepted — coming 
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into the receipt of moneys or property belonging to the Grand 
Encampment shall forthwith remit the same to the Grand 
Recorder. 


ARTICLE SECOND. 


OF THE STATE GRAND COMMANDERIES. 


Secrion I.— How Constrrutep. 


Whenever there shall be three or more subordinate char- 
tered Commanderies instituted or holden under this Constitu- 
tion, in any one State, District, or Territory, in which a 
Grand Encampment has not been heretofore formed, a Grand 
Commandery may be formed, after obtaining the approval 
of the Grand Master or the Grand Encampment. Its juris- 
diction shall be the territorial limits in which it is holden. 

A State Grand Commandery consists of the following 
members : — ; 

Grand Commander, Deputy Grand Commander, Grand 
Generalissimo, Grand Captain-General, Grand Prelate, 
Grand Senior Warden, Grand Junior Warden, Grand Treas- 
urer, Grand Recorder, Grand Standard-Bearer, Grand Sword- 
Bearer, Grand Warder, and Grand Captain of the Guard ; 
likewise, all Past Grand Commanders and Grand Masters, 
all Past Deputy Grand Commanders and Deputy Grand 
Masters, all Past Grand Generalissimos, all Past Grand 
Captains-General, of the same Grand Commandery, so long 
as they remain members of the subordinate Commanderies 
under the same territorial jurisdiction ; likewise, the Com- 
mander, Generalissimo, and Captain-General of each sub- 
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ordinate Commandery, working under the same Grand Com- 
mandery ; likewise, all Past Commanders of the subordinate 
Commanderies, working under the same Grand Comman- 
deries, so long as they remain members of subordinate Com- 
manderies under the same territorial jurisdiction. 

Each of the individuals enuinerated in this section shall be 
entitled, when present, to one vote in all the procecdings of 
the State Grand Commandery. 

No person shall be eligible to any office in a State Grand 
Commandery, unless he shall be at the time a member of 
some subordinate Commandery, working under the same 
Grand Commandery. 

The Grand Commandery of Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island is recognized as holding jurisdiction over both those 
States. : 


Section II. — Proxigs. 

Any officer specified in Section I. of this Article, save and 
except Past Commanders, may appear and vote by proxy, 
said proxy being, at the time of service, a member of the 
same subordinate Commandery as his principal, and pro- 
ducing a properly authenticated certificate of his appointment. 


Section III. — TItrtes. 


The title and designation of the Grand Commander of a 
State Grand Commandery is ight Eminent; that of Qeputy 
Grand Commander, Very Eminent; of the remaining offi- 
cers of the Grand Commandery, Eminent. 


Section IV. — MEETINGS. 


The Stated Meetings of a State Grand Commandery shall 
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occur annually, at such time and place as said Grand Com- 
mandery, in its discretion, may direct. 

Special Meetings may be called by the Grand Commander, 
at his discretion. : 

The several Grand Officers shall hold their respective 
offices until their successors shall be duly elected and in- 
stalled. 

At the Stated Meetings of each Grand Commandery, there 
shall be réviewed and considered all the official reports of 
its officers and of the subordinate Commanderies within its 
jurisdiction for the preceding year. They shall proceed to 
elect by ballot the several officers of the Grand Commandery 
(See Art. II. Sec. 1.); to adopt such rules and edicts, 
subordinate to the Constitution of the Grand Encampmant of 
the United States, as may be necessary for the good of the 
Order; to examine the accounts of the Grand Treasurer 
and Grand Recorder; to supervise the state and condition 
of the finances, and adopt such measures in relation thereto 
as may be necessary to increase, secure, and preserve the 
same, and also to insure the utmost punctuality on the part 
of every accounting officer, in the safe keeping and paying 
over the funds and property of the Grand Commandery ; to 
grant or withhold Dispensations and Charters for all new 
Commanderies ; for good cause to revoke any pre-existing 
Charter or Dispensation ; to assign the limits of subordinate 
Commanderies within its own jurisdiction, and settle all 
controversies that may arise between them. And finally, to 
consider and do all matters and things appertaining to the 
good, well-being, and perpetuation of Templar Masonry, 
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but always subordinate to the Grand Encampment of the 
United States. 

No business shall be transacted at the called meetings, 
save that which was specified in the original summons. 

At every meeting, all questions shall be determined by a 
majority of votes, the presiding officer for the time being 
being entitled to one vote. In case the votes are equally 
divided, he shall also give the casting vote. No appeal shall 
lie to the Grand Commandery from the decision of the Grand 
Commander. 


Secrion V.— Doties or 1Ts OFFICERS. 


1. THe Granp Commanper. —The Grand Commander 
of a State Grand Commandery shall have a watchful super- 
vision over all the subordinate Commanderies under his 
jurisdiction, and see that all the constitutional enactments, 
rules, and edicts of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States, and of his own Grand Commandery, are duly and 
promptly observed. 

He shall have the power and authority, during the recess 
of his Grand Commandery, to grant Letters of Dispensation 
to a competent number of petitioners, nine or more, residing 
within his jurisdiction, and possessing the constitutional qual- 
ifications empowering them to form and open a Commandery ; 
such Dispensations to be in force no longer than the next 
Annual Mecting of his Grand Commandery. But no Letters 
of Dispensation for constituting a new Commandery shall be 
issued, save upon the recommendation of the Commandery 
in the same territorial jurisdiction nearest the place of the 
new Commandery prayed for. 
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He may call Special Meetings of his Grand Commandery 
at his discretion. (Sec Art. II. Sec. 4.) 

He may visit and preside at any Commandery within the 
jurisdiction of his Grand Commandery, and give such in- 
structions and directions as the goud of the Institution may 
require, but always adhering to the ancient landmarks. 

It is his duty, either in person or by proxy, to attend all 
meetings of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

2. THe Deputy Graxnp Commander. — The Deputy 
Grand Commandcr, in the event of the death, removal, or 
physical incompetency of his superior, shall act as the Grand 
Commander. At all other times he shall perform such duties 
as may be assigned him by the Commandery or the Grand 
Commander. 

It is his duty, either in person or by proxy, to attend all 
meetings of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

3. GRaND GENERALISSIMO AND GRAND Capra1n—GEx- 
ERAL. — In the absence of their respective superiors, the 
Grand Gencralissimo and Grand Captain-General shall sev- 
erally act as Grand Commanders, in order, according to 
rank. At all other times they shall perform such duties as 
may be assigned them by the Grand Commandery, or such 
as are traditionally appropriate to their respective stations. 

It is their duty, either in person or by proxy, to attend all 
meetings of the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

4. Tue Granp Recorper. — The Grand Recorder shall 
make an annual communication to the Grand Recorder of 
each of the other Grand Commanderies; likewise to the 
Grand Master and the Grand Recorder of the Grand En- 
campment of the United States; said communication to 
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embrace the roll of Grand Officers and such other matter 
as may conduce to the general good of the Order. He shall 
also regularly transmit to the Grand Master and Grand 
Recorder of the Grand Encampment of the United States 
copies of all the By-Laws and Regulations adopted by his 
Grand Commandery. 

The duties of the remaining officers, as well as those 
above specified, shall be such as are traditionally appropriate 
to their respective stations, or allotted to them by the Grand 
Commandery, and corresponding, as near as may be, to those 
of the corresponding officers of the Grand Encampment of 
the United States. 

In the event of the absence of all the four principal officers 
of the Grand Commandery, the past Grand Officers, ac- 
cording to the rank and seniority of service, shall be empow- 
ered to preside. 


ARTICLE THIRD. 
OF SUBORDINATE COMMANDERIES. 


SEcTION 1.— How ConstIrureD. 


Each State Grand Commandery shall have exclusive 
power to constitute new Commanderies within its jurisdic- 
tion. During the recess of the Grand Commandery, the 
Grand Commander shall have power to grant Letters of 
Dispensation to a competent number of petitioners, nine or 
more, possessing the constitutional qualifications, and resid- 
ing within its territorial jurisdiction, empowering them to 
form and open a Commandery for a term of time not extend- 
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ing beyond the next Stated Meeting of the Grand Com- 
mandery. 

The Grand Encampment of the United States shall have 
exclusive power to constitute new Commanderies within any 
State, District, or Territory wherein there is no State Com- 
mandery regularly formed under the authority of the Grand 
Encampment of the United States. During the recess of 
the Grand Encampment, the Grand Master shall have the 
power to grant Letters of Dispensation to a competent num- 
ber of petitioners, nine or more, possessing the constitutional 
qualifications, and residing within said unappropriated State, 
District, or Territory, empowering them to form and open a 
Commandery, for a term of time not extending beyond the 
next Stated Meeting of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States. 

A subordinate Commandery consists of the following 
members : — 

The Commander, Generalissimo, Captain-General, Prelate, 
Senior Warden, Junior Warden, ‘Treasurer, Recorder, 
Standard-Bearer, Sword-Bearer, and Warder; likewise, as 
many members as may be found convenient for work and 
discipline. 

Each of the individuals enumerated in this section shall be 
entitled, when present, to one vote in all the proceedings of 
the subordinate Commandery. 


Section II. — Tittes. 


The title and designation of the Commander of a subordi- 
nate Commandery is Eminent. 
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Section III. — MEETImNGs. 


The Stated Meetings of a subordinate Commandery shall 
occur at least semi-annually, at such time and place as may 
be specified in the Charter, or designated in the By-Law of 
the Commandery. 

Special Meetings may be called by the Commander, at his 
discretion. 

The several officers shall hold their respective offices until 
their successors be duly elected and installed. 

No business shall be performed at the called meetings 
save that which was specified in the original summons. 

At every meeting, all questions shall be determined by a 
majority of votes, the presiding officer for the time being 
being entitled to one vote. In case the votes are equally 
divided, he shall also give the casting vote. No appeal shall 
lie to the subordinate Commandery from the decision of the 
Commander. 


Section IV. — Duties oF THE OFFICERS. 


THE ComMaNDER. — The Commander has it in special 
charge to see that the By-Laws of his Commandery are 
duly observed, as well as the Constitution, rules, and edicts 
of the State Grand Commandery, and of the Grand Encamp- 
ment of the United States; that accurate records are kept, 
and just accounts rendered; that regular returns are made to 
the Grand Encampment or Commandery annually ; and that 
the annual dues are promptly pnaid. 

It is his duty, together with the Generalissimo and Cap- 
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tain-General, either.in person or by proxy, to attend all 
meetings of his Grand Encampment or Commandery. 

THE Recorper. —It shall be the duty of the Recorder 
of every subordinate Commandery, working under the imme- 
diate jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States, to report annually to the Grand Recorder of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, up to the first day 
of August, the roll of his officers and members, and the work- 
ing roll of his Commandery; and to accompany the same 
with the amount of dues to the Grand Encampment of the 
United States. For failure herein, the Commandery so 
offending shall be subject to knightly discipline. 

In the event of the absence of all the three principal 
officers of the Commandery, the Past Commanders, accord- 
ing to rank and seniority of service, shall be empowered to 
preside. 


ARTICLE FOURTH. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


Secrion I.—Fees, Dues, anp FINANCIALS. 


The fee for instituting a new Commandery shall not be 
less than ninety dollars. 

For every Knight Templar created in any Commandery, 
holden by Dispensation or Charter whilst under the imme- 
diate jurisdiction of the Grand Encampment of the United 
States, there shall be paid two dollars into the treasury of 
the Grand Encampment of the United States. 

The Grand Recorder of the Grand Encampment of the 
United States shall receive ten dollars as his fee for each 
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Charter issued, and five dollars for indorsing, under the seal 
of the Grand Encampment of the United States, the exten- 
sion of a Dispensation. : 

’ The State Grand Commanderies, respectively, shall possess 
authority, upon the institution of new Commanderies within 
their respective jurisdictions, to require from the several 
Commanderies within their respective jurisdictions such pro- 
portions of the sums received by them for conferring the 
Orders, likewise such sums, in the form of annual dues from 
their respective members, as may be necessary for supporting 
the Grand Commandery. 

No subordinate Commandery shall confer the Orders of 
Knighthood for a less sum than twenty dollars. 

There shall be a contingent fund of three hundred dollars 
placed to the credit of the Most Eminent Grand Master, on 
the books of the Grand Treasurer, at the close of each Trien- 
nial Session ; out of which the Grand Master shall reimburse 
himself for his necessary cash expenses in the performance 
of his constitutional duties, and make a triennial report of 
the same to the Grand Encampment. 

There shall be appropriated at each Triennial Session of the 
Grand Encampment of the United States, a sufficient sum, to 
be used by the Grand Recorder, to meet the current expenses 
of the Secretariat, of which he shall render an account at the 


succeeding session. : 


Section II. — GENERAL REGULATIONS. 


1. No Commandery, Grand or subordinate, shall confer 
the Orders of Knighthood upon any one who is not a regular 
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Royal Arch Mason, according to the requirements of the 
General Grand Chapter of the United States. 

2.. The rule of succession in conferring the orders of 
Knighthood shall be as follows: 1. Knight of the Red Cross ; 
2. Knight Templar, and Knight of Malta. 

3. Every Commandery, working in a State, District, or 
Territory where there is a Grand Commandery, shall have a 
Dispensation or Charter from said Grand Commandery. 
And no Commandery hereafter to be formed or opened in 
such State, District, or Territory, shall be deemed legal with- 
out such Charter or Dispensation. All masonic communi- 
cation as a Templar is interdicted between any Commandery 
working under the general or special jurisdiction of this 
Grand Encampment or any member thereof, and any Com- 
mandery or member of such that may be formed, opened, or 
holden in such State, District, or Territory, without such 
Charter or Dispensation. 

It shall be deemed irregular for any Commandery to con- 
fer the Orders of Knighthood, or either of them, upon any 
‘gojourner whose settled place of residence is within any State, 
District, or Territory in which there is a Commandery regu- 
larly at work, until the consent of the Commandery having 
territorial jurisdiction is first obtained. In the event of the 
violation of this interdict, the Commandery so offending shall 
be subject to knightly discipline, and may be required, upon 
demand, to pay over to the Commandery thus defrauded the 
amount of fees received for such admission. 

The officers of every Commandery, Grand and subordi- 
nate, before entering upon the exercise of their respective 
offices, shall take the following obligation, viz.: “I (A.B.) 
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do promise and vow that I will support and maintain the’ 
Constitution of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templars 
of the United States of America.” 

The Grand Master of this Grand Encampment may issue — 
his proxy to any Knight Templar in regular standing, author- 
izing him to constitute a subordinate Commandery which has 
received a Charter; and any Commandery thus constituted 
shall be deemed regularly constituted. 


Section III. — AMENDMENTS. 


The Grand Encampment shall be competent, upon the 
concurrence of three-fourths of its members present, at any 
Stated Meeting, to revise, amend, and alter this Constitution : 
provided one day’s notice of such motion to amend be given, 
and a particular time be set to take the vote thereon. 

In all other cases, any proposed amendment shall lay over 
until the next Stated Meeting of the Grand Encampment, 
when a concurring vote of two-thirds shall be necessary to 
adopt such alteration, amendment, or revision. 


Srotrion IV.— Ruies or ORpeER. 


Rue 1.— After the ceremony of ‘opening the Grand 
Encampment, it shall be the duty of the Grand Recorder to 
read the minutes of the last Triennial Session, unless such 
reading be dispensed with ; and at the resumption of business 
in each successive sitting, the minutes of the preceding one 

hall also be read. 

Rute 2.—A Committee on Credentials, consisting of 
three Sir Knights, shall be appointed by the Grand Master, 
to report at the opening of the next sitting. 
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Rute 3.— After the report of this committee, the Grand 
Master, the Deputy Grarfd Master, the Grand General- 
issimo, and the Grand Captain-Gencral will successively read 
the reports of their doings during the preeeding three years. 
These reports shall be referred to the Standing Committee 
on the Doings of the Grand Officers, who may recommend 
the apportionment of such parts thercof to special, or to 
such other of the stanling committees, as they may deem 
necessary. 

Rue 4.— The Standing Committee shall be — 


. A Committee on the Doings of the Grand Officers. 

. A Committee on Finance. 

A Committee on Dispensations and New Commanderies. 
A Committee on Unfinished Business. 

. A Committee on Grievances. 


. A Committee on Masonic Jurisprudence. 
7. A Committee to Designate the Place of the next Triennial 
Meeting. 


The report of these committees shall be heard in order, 
except the last one, which shall report on the last day of the 
meeting of the Grand Encampment. 

Rute 5.— While the several committees are preparing 
their reports, the new business may be acted upon; and if 
any subject is brought forward requiring a reference to any 
standing or special committee, it shall be so referred forth- 
with. All committees shall make it a point to report as soon 
as convenient after their appointment. 

Rue 6.— No Sir Knight chall be allowed to speak more 
than once upon the same subject, except to explain the mean- 
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ing of some of his remarks, unless it be by special permission 
of the Grand Encampment first obtained. 

Rute 7.—The Grand Encampment shall proceed to the 
election of officers for the ensuing three years immediately 
after the opening of the first sitting, on Thursday following 
the commencement of the Triennial Meetings. 

Rue 8.—It shall be the duty of the Grand Master, at 
each Triennial Meeting, if time permit, to cause an exemplifi- 
cation of the work appertaining to the Orders of Knight- 
hood to be exhibited before the Grand Encampment; and 
also to correct officially all irregularities and discrepancies 
that exist.
